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THE ARCHITECT’S PLACE IN BUILDING 


HE RIBA has been to some pains recently to assure its members that the 

increased (and still increasing) staff in its extended headquarters is not 
wasting its time. During the past year or so it has published several papers 
to explain that facts are being gathered and absorbed and that a process 
of digestion is going on. It would seem, however, that the papers’ authors 
are but little concerned with the content and are happy in the assumption 
that their architect readers will be satisfied with the headlines and a hurried 
assessment of the number of column inches that follow. For instance: 
‘Having successfully put off those few members who actually open their 
Journal it is perhaps safe to proceed.’ 


The belief expressed in this quotation (from ‘A Survey of private archi- 
tectural practice,” the R/BA Journal for June last, p. 273) was tested in last 
year’s Annual Report where some considerable part of most pages was left 
unsullied by print and factual items were set up in so small a type and in 
such a way that it was virtually impossible for any member to refer to them 
in the dim light of Henry Florence Hall. The new format, needless to say, 
was enthusiastically received. 


The article from which this quotation was taken went on to express surprise 
at the large volume of building work certified by private architects. Another 
paper in the current R/JBA Journal (reprinted in our last week’s issue, 
pp. 393-5) states that ‘ many private architects are conscious of a contracting 
range of work’ and ponders the question whether the Code of Professional 
Practice might not be altered to allow them to take up contracting themselves 

*not unlike Nervi.’ 


In the paper the dilemma of the profession is succinctly described 
‘whether to regard Architecture as an integral part of Building . . . [or to] 
sharpen the distinction between them.’ What follows contains, in addition 
to a little sense, some doubtful history, some tendentious argument and some 
‘metaphysics ” (so called). It does, however, encourage the hope that the 
Institute may one day subscribe to the view we have proclaimed with every 
issue for many years: ‘The Builder incorporating Architecture and the 
British Architect.” Meanwhile members can amuse themselves with specula- 
tions on an RIBA campaign to urge the appointment of an architect director 
in every building firm employing architects. 

But actions speak louder than words. In spite of all protestations, the 
Institute would seem to be moving towards a more isolated position and 
losing opportunities for co-operation. In no way is it assisting in schemes 
for parallel training within the industry; indeed it is obstructing them with 
its own educational policy. Its contribution to the Joint Consultative Com- 
mittee is distinguished by its paucity. It has set up a statistical department 
that could have been more valuable, less expensive, and far more compre- 
hensive if it had been a joint project with the RICS and the NFBTE. Even 
in a field of study such as cost control it has belatedly joined with the 
RICS and still eschews co-operation with the final arbiters—the builders. 

The architect will not be accepted as the leader of the industry until he 
proves that he can lead. To do this he must enlist the aid and, while it yet 
exists, the goodwill of those he hopes will follow.

Notes of the Week 


Putting Over the Architect 


HE RIBA’s intention to appoint a 
senior executive to undertake the 
task of creating a better understanding of 
the function of the architect ‘in all its 
social, economic and aesthetic aspects, 
and to relate this locally and nationally 
to the policy of the Institute and its 
Allied Societies’ is one which, at first 
glance, seems highly commendable. It 
is a brief a good deal wider than that 
given to the Assistant Secretary charged 
with the public relations side of the 
Institute’s work, Miss Bromley, though 
where the line of demarcation comes is 
not yet known. The post is within the 
£2,000-£3,000 salary scale and will be on 
a par with the Secretaryship of the Board 
of Architectural Education. 
* * * 

THe INSTITUTE CoUNCIL is no doubt 
aware of the inherent dangers in appoint- 
ing to the new post. it is, or should be, 
axiomatic that the best kind of public 
relations for a great profession is a pro- 
fessional corps that is fully efficient at its 
job. The architect’s job consists essen- 
tially in the production of good architec- 
ture efficiently planned for its purpose, 
and in competent control of the contract 
within an agreed cost limit. The Council 
must ask itself just what proportion of 
its membership fulfils this test. If it has 
doubts then it should, in our view, think 
again before appointing a high-powered 
public relations officer who may find him- 
self selling attractive-looking packets of 
an article that is far from standard. Is 
there a case for delaying this appointment 
(with the principle of which we fully 
agree) until at least the introduction of 
the two-year practical training qualifica- 
tion for Associateship has had time to 
take effect? 

After the Election 

THE SWEEPING CONSERVATIVE VICTORY 
in the general election should be good 
for building. The five-year period of 
settled government ahead should enable 
the Government to press on with its 
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schemes for slum-clearance and for 
hospital building, in both of which direc- 
tions the ordinary citizen would like to 
see a good deal more energy displayed. 
The election result should also provide 
the best climate for private investment in 
building. The spectre of controls is laid. 

But in no direction is more intensive 
action needed than in road improvement. 
We shall expect the Government to press 
on with a greater programme than it has 
yet announced. 

* * * 

AMONG NEWCOMERS to the House of 
Commons as a result of the General Elec- 
tion are Mr. A. P. Costain, a civil 
engineer, who became Conservative MP 
for Folkestone and Hythe, Kent, and Mr. 
Nicholas Ridley, director of a firm of civil 
engineering contractors, who also won 
Cirencester and Tewkesbury, Gloucester- 
shire, for the Conservatives. Mr. Costain 
is a member of several committees con- 
cerned with building and civil engineer- 
ing. He is a Fellow on the Council of 
the Institute of Builders; a first vice-presi- 
dent of the International Prestressed Con- 
crete Development Group and was chair- 
man of the Prestressed Concrete Develop- 
ment Group in 1952. 

Mr. Victor Goodhew, Conservative 
MP for St. Albans, has been a member 
of the Westminster City Council since 
1953 and chairman of its housing com- 
mittee. Another new Conservative MP is 
Mr. Humphry Berkeley, who will repre- 
sent Lancaster. He is a company director 
and head of publicity and public relations 
for a group of civil engineering com- 
panies. Mr. John Osborn, Conservative 
MP for Sheffield, Hallam, is director of 
a steel and engineering company. In 
Scotland Mr. Frank Lilley, who regained 
Kelvingrove for the Conservatives, is 
managing director of a firm of public 
works contractors.

Professional Conduct Ruling 


APPLICANTS FOR REGISTRATION by the 
Architects Registration Council of the 
United Kingdom must in future, as a 
result of Privy Council approval of the 
Council’s application, sign a form of 
declaration that they have both read the 
Code of Professional Conduct and agree 
to conform with the principles laid down. 
This should be a useful step in checking 
unprofessional conduct by members, 
though such misconduct, which often 
takes ingenious forms, remains one of the 
principal worries of the Council, as cases 
reported by the Professional Purposes 
Committee to the Council at its quarterly 
meeting on October 14 showed 

” * * 

AT THE SAME MEETING it was reported 
that the Privy Council also had approved 
as qualification of an applicant for regis- 
tration under the principal Act that ‘if, 
within the ten years preceding his appli- 
cation for registration, or within such 
longer period as the Council may ap- 
prove, he shall have passed an examina- 
tion in architecture which was then recog- 
nised by the Council under section 6 (1) 
(c) of the Principal Act.’ 


The effect of this is to regularise a prac- 
tice which the Council has been carrying 


on—that is, of admitting to the Register, 
subject to other conditions being met, 
applicants whose architectural qualifica- 
tion, previously acceptable, is not now 
recognised by the Council. An example 
is the Associateship which now requires, 
as a condition of granting, a period of 
professional experience not until recently 
asked for.

Cubism in the Round 
To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—* Packing - case architecture! ’ 
How often this contemptuous epithet 
is flung at contemporary work. Yet, as 
your correspondent ‘Spero’ suggested 
last week (though not in so many words) 
with reference to Mr. Rowland Pierce’s 
article on ‘Cubism in the Round’ in The 
Builder of October 2, there is a good deal 
of the packing-case about historical 
architecture. 

Think of some of the acknowledged 
masterpieces of the Classic style, the Par- 
thenon, for example—could anything be 
more rectangular in its plan or more 
monotonous in its elevations? Or the typical 
Roman basilica such as S. Maria Maggiore, 
or some of the great buildings of the Italian 
Renaissance such as the Pitti Palace—how 
monotonous, how dominated by straight 
lines. Most of the great medieval cathedrals 
and lesser buildings, notwithstanding their 
pointed arches and exuberant detail, are 
fundamentally rectangular in plan and eleva- 
tion. Could anything be more boxlike than 
the typical Georgian house? Yet how we 
used to love it—indeed, some of us still do. 
The fact is that you can find thousands of 
buildings of the admired past, buildings uni- 
versally regarded as exemplars of archi- 
tecture, with hardly a curve among them. 

No, Sir, let us not think that straight lines 
are the bane of contemporary design. I 
would suggest that the real trouble about 
contemporary architecture is the dominance 
of unrelieved grid-like elevations in a single 
plane, mostly found in purely commercial 
work. This fault can be, and is being, 
avoided. Week after week I see in The 
Builder examples of current work in the 
contemporary mode showing a surprising 
variety in elevational treatment—blocks of 
different height and volume contrasted in 
attractive compositions, elevations agreeably 
diversified by the juxtaposition of square 
and rectangular windows and light and dark 
wall materials. 

It can hardly be doubted that we are 
evolving a contemporary idiom comparable 
to that of the Georgian period. The only 
real difference is that traditional methods of 
construction, with their opportunities for 
personal craftsmanship, have been largely 
supplanted by prefabrication and mechanisa- 
tion. It is not only reactionary but un- 
realistic to deplore these changes. We must 
accept them with the determination to make 
the most of their possibilities, 

I do not believe that contemporary design 
is as jejune and unpromising that it must 
now be tricked out with unnecessary and 
costly ornamental curves. There is no reason 
to suppose that the economical straight line 
will not prevail and justify itself aesthetic- 
ally in the future as it has done in the past.

QIR.—Mr. Rowland Pierce suggests that 

we are becoming so conditioned to 
straight line sandwich-slab reproductions 
in major buildings that present-day archi- 
tecture is approaching ‘the ultimate of 
boredom ’ and that this may in fact be an 
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expression of our times. It is difficult to 
escape from such a conclusion. 

One would have thought that the ultimate 
had been reached ten years ago with the 
United Nations Secretariat building at Man- 
hattan. It was this building, I believe, that 
Sir Hugh Casson had in mind when he 
referred about that time to ‘ monster filing 
cabinets ** which he described architecturally 
as ‘degrading.’ It was therefore with some 
surprise that one noticed in your issue of 
September 25 that Sir Hugh was an asso- 
ciated architect for the new ‘ Castrol House’ 
in Marylebone-road, London’s latest in the 
Egg-crate Egalitarian style. Tempora mutan- 
ee 

The ultimate, however, should perhaps be 
accorded to the new SAS Terminal Building 
now nearing completiont in Copenhagen, 
Here is a magnificently upstanding prismoid 
of 20 layers alternately of window glass and 
sky-blue vitrolite rising ice cool from the 
centre of the city, all four faces entirely flush 
and shadowless. To reach the utter ultimate 
it remains only to dispense with the win- 
dows. And why not? Soon there may be 
nothing left worth looking out to see !

Chiswick Flyover 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—We refer to a statement made 
7 recently by the main contracting firm 
for the Chiswick flyover project alleging 
delays which affected the construction 
programme and criticising the design and 
cost of the scheme. Statements have 
already been issued by the Ministry of 
Transport and Civil Aviation in reply to 
many of these criticisms. You will appre- 
ciate that as the contract is not yet ful- 
filled we, as consulting engineers for the 
scheme, must maintain an impartial atti- 
tude as between the Ministry and the 
contractor and cannot comment on ques- 
tions which might well prove to be 
matters in dispute under the terms of the 
contract. 

Regarding the general appearance of the 
flyover, both we and the consulting architect 
wish to point out that in 1956 the design was 
discussed at length and approved by the 
Royal Fine Art Commission whose members 
include a large number of eminent architects. 

The representative of the main contractor 
stated that ‘with a modern design, the fly- 
over could have been built in half the time 
and for half the cost.’ He indicated that not 
only the main bridge over the roundabout 
(500 feet length) but the whole of the 
approaches (a further 1,500 feet) should have 
been of concrete column and beam construc- 
tion, thus forming a continuous bridge or via- 
duct instead of approaches incorporating 
retaining walls with filling between. An 
explanation of every single factor that had 
to be taken into account in deciding on the 
present design would be very long but the 
following are some of the important con- 
siderations: 

1. When we designed the scheme in 
1956, steel was in short supply and we 
were instructed that the minimum quantity 
should be used, Alternative designs and 
*The Builder, August 29, 1952. Page 288.

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comparative estimates of cost were pre 
pared for the approaches of (a) reinforced 
concrete viaduct construction. and (b) 
brick-faced mass concrete retaining walls 
with sandy gravel filling behind. The lat- 
ter form of construction was found to be 
the more economical and did not involve 
the use of steel. The brick facing was used 
structurally and obviated the use of tem- 
porary face shutters to support the wet 
concrete. 

2. Large spans were necessary for the 
main bridge owing to the position of the 
roundabout carriageways, other traffic 
requirements and the existence of a vast 
network of underground cables, mains and 
other services. 

3. The size of the main bridge piers was 
dictated by foundation conditions which 
affected the method of support of the 
bridge spans. 

4. Precast concrete construction for the 
main bridge beams was necessary for speed 
of erection and to avoid the use of elabo 
rate temporary supports and stagings 
across the traffic routes at the roundabout 
for placing in situ concrete. 

Referring to the main bridge spans, 
modern techniques of precast prestressed 
concrete construction have been incorporated 
and an interesting feature is that each beam 
is composed of three precast units assembled 
by prestressing. This procedure has rarely 
been adopted in Britain and certainly not on 
a structure of this size. The technique repre 
sents an important advantage of prestressed 
concrete; without it, precast construction for 
these spans would not have been possible. 
Far from being of obsolete design the bridge 
is probably one of the largest precast pre- 
stressed structures in the world and involved 
the solution of various problems in satis- 
factorily producing, conveying and erecting 
units of very large size, weighing nearly 35 
tons each. It has proved that, in conditions 
where in situ construction is impracticable, 
it is nevertheless possible to erect major 
bridge structures by making a bold and large- 
scale use of precasting technique. The design 
was to a large extent governed by the require- 
ments of practical expediency compatible 
with the restricted nature of the site. Under 
a different set of conditions, e.g. in the open 
country, a different type of design would 
have emerged. 
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‘One of our most brilliant younger 
actresses—strongly tipped to open the 
London-Yorkshire motorway ! ' 


We do not accept the statement that ‘the 
flyover could have been built in half the time 
and for half the cost, given the same site 
conditions and the design requirements laid 
down by the Ministry. Comparison has been 
made with structures abroad. Engineers are 
well aware that the design loading neces- 
sary to provide for the traffic concentrations 
possible in this country is heavier than 
abroad. In other countries bridges of spans 
comparable with the Chiswick flyover main 
bridge and also flyover approaches of viaduct 
construction are designed for substantially 
lighter loads. A direct comparison of the 
Chiswick main bridge with such structures is 
therefore hardly possible, especially if the 
latter have more favourable foundation con- 
ditions 

With regard to the period of construction 
for the Chiswick flyover we must emphasise 
the basic requirement of the Police Authori- 
ties and the Ministry that ‘all construction 
operations must not impede the smooth flow 
of traffic. We might agree that the flyover 
could have been constructed in much 
time if it had been required in an open space 
with no traffic problems. 

We understand that the flyover is achiev 
ing its function admirably and we are pleased 
to have contributed towards alleviating the 
serious traffic congestion at this * black” spot 
on the outskirts of London.

JCC Code for Selective Tendering

IR,—A further comment which could 
perhaps have been included in your 
Leader (The Builder of October 2) con- 
cerns the method suggested (para. 14) for 
dealing with possible errors in the pricing 
of bills submitted for examination by a 
tenderer. A more usual method is to cor- 
rect the arithmetic and agree the neces- 
sary compensating adjustment to ensure 
that the final total of the priced bills 
remains the same as that of the relative 
tender. 

I would also have expected the Code to 
indicate that it is equally necessary to scruti 
nise the pricing from the point of view of 
balance and uniformity. This, in practice, 
is probably more important than the detec- 
tion of major arithmetical errors as it is 
probable that in such cases the tender would 
be withdrawn or the pricing adjusted accord 
ingly before the priced bills are submitted.

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HIS office building will adjoin 

the existing bank premises on 
the corner of Gresham-street and 
Coleman-street, a stone’s throw from 
the Bank of England.

|B ty! HIGH SCHOOL, for Stirling County Council, 
is built on what was a 22-acre golf course at the 
southern boundary of Denny Burgh occupying a com- 
manding position over the Stirling-Glasgow main road 
and surrounding country. The building is placed at the 
high point of the slope with the three principal wings 
built along and into the contours, radiating from a tower 
classroom block. At the hub is the assembly hall of 
3,600 sq. ft., communicating with a dining hall which 
seats 200 persons. When used jointly they can seat the 
full school roll of 800. Block A, running westward, is 
one-storey containing laboratories, workshops, and home- 
craft suites. Block B, running south, is an elevated class- 
room and library wing above administration offices, 
rector’s accommodation, cycle parks and play-shelter. 
Block C, running north, contains a gymnasium, swimming 
pool, and changing rooms. Block D is a multi-storey 
classroom block on the east side, linked to the entrance hall 
by a two-level glazed bridge. The compact plan of the 
school allowed a considerable bonus area to be allotted 
for additional teaching space and extra rooms. All formal 
teaching rooms and most practical rooms have a minimum 
‘00 sq. ft. added to their basic size. The double banking 
of classrooms on a central corridor greatly reduces the 
amount of circulation space needed, and also the placing 
of classrooms end-on to corridors. This, however, posed 
daylighting problems which were solved by a series of 
tests made on large-scale models, and led to the introduc- 
tion of slatted ceilings, roof monitor lights, with inter- 
mittent window fenestration. Classrooms in the tower 
block are designed on the principle of having two adjacent 
walls of glass and controlling the daylight by venetian 
blinds. 

Construction is largely reinforced and pre-stressed 
concrete in pre-cast units. Infill walling is aluminium and 
steel curtain wall with coloured glass and vitreous enamel 
solid panels. External finishes are of stone facings, facing 
bricks, exposed concrete, and concrete slabs with em- 
bedded offcuts of Westmorland green slate. Internal 
finishes are of hardwoods, veneers, wallpaper, and natural 
stone in the assembly hall. The swimming pool measures 
50 ft. by 25 ft. and 4 ft. 6 in. maximum depth, finished in 
blue ceramic tiles. The pool is changed over every 34 
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hours, and bathers enter from the dressing rooms via 
footbaths. The overall cost, including playing fields and 
furniture, etc., was £340,000. ‘Common cost’ per sq. ft. 
was 62s. at tender stage. The contract was completed 
between June, 1957 and May, 1959, by a nominated 
contractor working to an agreed price schedule.

CONSTRUCTION IN SWEDEN AND DENMARK 


Visit by Prestressed Concrete Development Group 


From a Correspondent 


PARTY of architects and engineers 

returned recently from a visit to 
Stockholm and Copenhagen organised by 
the Northern Ireland Regional Committee 
of the Prestressed Concrete Development 
Group. The visit lasted a week, during 
which the group was able to inspect some 
of the latest building techniques in Scan- 
dinavia in a blaze of permanent sunshine 
with the temperature seldom falling below 
the seventies. 

A certain calm common sense, coupled 
with a consistently high standard of 
design, are qualities that one has come 
to expect from Scandinavia; all the same, 
it was pleasant to encounter them, as it 
were, in the flesh. In Stockholm, which 
was the first port of call, the visit got off 
to a lively and early start with a tour of 
the new towns west of the city. The first 
of these, Vallingby, finished in 1957, is 
now well known but nevertheless interest- 
ing, both to compare with our own new 
towns, and as a foretaste of other larger 
Swedish projects to come. As a planned 
suburb of Stockholm rather than a satel- 
lite town, the scheme includes a group of 
freshly rendered point blocks of flats in 
reinforced concrete by Jarl Bjurstrom, 
round a central piazza with shops, and a 
railway station at the heart of the scheme. 
The effect is spacious and stimulating, 
livened up by some imaginative street fur- 
niture and shop-signs, cool splashing foun- 
tains and cobbled paving in circular pat- 
terns. 

The neighbouring town of Hasselby 
and housing schemes at Grimsta under 


construction, gave the group their first 
taste of what is perhaps the dominant 
trend in modern Swedish building tech- 
niques increased prefabrication and 
greater mechanisation on the site. The 
results of these methods, so far as can be 
seen, do not seem to be over-standardised 
or monotonous as one might expect. The 
domestic scale is rigorously observed, and 
one seldom feels overpowered by sheer 
bulk. The buildings are often informally 
grouped on different levels for interest, 
bright with coloured cement renderings 
imaginatively used, and this year, at any 
rate, looked as every architect must have 
envisaged them, with all the trimmings in 
place to flatter them—deep slanting 
shadows, sunblinds, flower-boxes and the 
like. 


An Ambitious Housing Scheme 


Later in the visit the group was shown 
a model of a further ambitious housing 
scheme known as Farsta, which is just 
outside Stockholm. It will house about 
30,000 people and will include an exten- 
sive shopping centre now under construc- 
tion. The various low-slab and _high- 
point blocks will, for the most part, be 
constructed of precast concrete elements 
with prestressed concrete floor slabs. At 
the time of viewing, a series of spectacular 
precast columns in the shopping centre 
about 55 ft. high and weighing 13 tons 
each were already standing like giant sen- 
tinels on a battlefield. 

During the course of the first after- 
noon, the group heard more about the

trends of modern Swedish building con- 
struction from Mejse Jacobsson, doctor 
of science, who said that in the future less 
people would be working on building sites 
during the severe Swedish winters, and 
that this would obviously mean that more 
work would have to be done in the fac- 
tory. Prefabrication, it seemed, did not 
merely stop at beams, columns, wall 
panels and staircases: one enterprise had 
produced a unit comprising a complete 
bathroom, we and part of a_ kitchen— 
the whole weighing ten tons. One won- 
dered how far this could go! Mr. 
Jacobsson also stressed the trend towards 
mechanisation and said that the group 
would notice during their visits to sites 
much activity with modern tower cranes, 
mobile cranes and hoists—as indeed they 
did. The new craftsman of the future, 
he said, who was skilled in handling 
mechanised methods was already emerg- 
ing. Another interesting point made by 
Mr. Jacobsson concerned building 
materials, and he showed how the use of 
lightweight concrete had enormously 
increased during the last ten years and, at 
the present rate, might soon overtake 
more traditional materials. 

After this, the group went into the sun- 
shine to look at Hotorget, the new centre 
of Stockholm where five 17-storey office 
blocks are going up. One of these is vir- 
tually completed, and the second nearing 
completion. The blocks have mostly rein- 
forced concrete frames, chosen for econo- 
mical reasons, with some smart curtain 
walls of aluminium and_pine-green 
enamelled light metal sheets. The blocks 
tower above an attractive piazza with a 
market surrounded by low-storey shops 
and open-air cafés. 

Together with the centre at Hotorget, 
one automatically links another major 
project also in the city itself. This is the 
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highest building so far planned in Sweden 
and houses, one hesitates to say, the 
income-tax offices for the city of Stock- 
holm. It is 26 storeys high, and smoothly 
faced with a similarly detailed curtain wall 
to Hotorget of light blue-grey. The frame 
is of reinforced concrete and all the ceil- 
ing soffits are of exposed concrete, with 
no plastering to the lightweight concrete 
partition walls. 

In this context, one must of course men 
tion the deep impression made on the 
group by that ubiquitous lightweight con- 
crete material * Siporex,’ which somehow 
managed to put in an appearance on 
nearly every project visited. The material 
was originated in Sweden some years ago, 
and has since enjoyed increased popu- 
larity used both as internal partitions and 
as an insulator in external walls. All 
things being considered, it is not really 
surprising that this strong, cellular, semi- 
structural material should have caught on 
in this insulation-conscious country. In 
addition to which it has the added advan- 
tage of obviating plaster-work—it is 
merely sprayed with sand-putty and paint, 
or papered (wallpaper was also seen 
applied to unplastered ordinary concrete 
walls). Of the same family, is that other 
lightweight concrete material * Ytong’ 
which also seemed to be used extensively 
in many housing schemes. 


A Central Core 

The emphasis on prefabrication and 
mechanised methods’ was _ strikingly 
demonstrated to the group by a visit to 
Nasbydal, where seven 17-storey blocks 
of flats were being erected by a method 
known as the ‘Skarne’ system. With 
this method an in situ concrete tower is 
first constructed which forms the central 
core of each block and contains all lifts, 
stairs and services. A tower crane is then 


placed on top of the tower, and the 
remaining load-bearing internal concrete 
walls and floors placed around the core. 
Finally the building is clad according to 
taste—in this instance with a sandwich 
wall of mineral wool slabs faced with 
aluminium. 


Another widely used method of con- 
struction known as the ‘All-concrete 
method*® was also seen on a _ housing 
scheme at Edsberg. The system was intro- 
duced in 1952, since when about 4,500 
flats have been built with it. There is 
nothing particularly new about the 
method—it consists of in situ reinforced 
concrete cross-wall construction with 
storey-high precast outer wall panels hav- 
ing an exposed aggregate finish. The sys- 
tem seems to have been used to great 
effect on a number of well-detailed multi- 
storey blocks. 

A number of individual major build- 
ings were also visited, three of which will 
probably stick in the memory. These 
included a domestic training school at 
Fridhemsplan for which L. and C. E. 
Geisendorf were the architects. The out- 
standing feature about this building was 
the exceptionally high standard of con- 
crete finish both in the assembly hall, 
where all the concrete had a_ board- 
marked finish of a quality not often 
fnatched elsewhere, and on the 13-storey 
tower block which was faced with well 
detailed precast concrete panels. 

At the new intercontinental Arlanda 
airport, in the forests north of Stockholm, 
the group saw the main building under 
construction consisting of a five-storey 
central block of in situ concrete with 
hangar roofs cantilevered from either 
side. The hangars will accommodate 
four jet planes of the Douglas DC-8 type, 
and have walls and roofs, as one might 
expect, of ‘Siporex’ slabs. Besides this

Transformation of Copenhagen 


In Denmark, the group, cordially enter 
tained and shepherded by members of 
the Danish Cement Works and the Danish 
Building Centre, were able to see the 
beginnings of the transformation of 
Copenhagen. As in most capital cities 
these days, a ‘skyscraper’ or two is 
already lending drama to the townscape, 
and Arne Jacobsen’s smooth SAS hotel 
and air terminal looks graciously down 
over the city centre and Tivoli gardens. 
rhe building is a light grey-green slab of 
curtain walling around 21 storeys of in 
situ reinforced concrete. This tall block 
is set on a 2-storey podium, similarly 
faced, and containing reception rooms. 
The total effect is superbly simple and 
light. Nearby, the cigar-shaped plan of 
Ole Hagan’s 18-storey Codan building 
rises aS a vigorous tower faced with 
mosaic. The building is much heavier in 
feeling than the SAS building, but never- 
theless looks interesting even at this com- 
paratively early stage. Another project 
under construction in the city is the new 
Byggecentrum (Building Centre) by Eva 
and Nils Koyyel 


Outside the city centre, the party was 


driven through countryside closely 
resembling Cambridgeshire, where groups 
of multi-storey blocks of flats are sited 
around the new towns of Milestedet and 
Nygardsparken. Rushing across fields to 
take photographs, one could not help 
noticing, even at a distance and in a 
hurry, the effective way in which textured 
concrete has been used on these blocks, 
both on gable walls and balcony fronts. 
The texture is generally applied to pre- 
cast slabs with deeply recessed patterns. 

Buildings apart, this highly instructive 
and entertaining trip will be remembered 
by many for the kindness of the Swedish 
and Danish people, for the high standard 
of hotel accommodation which combined 
cheerful luxury with consistently good 
design down to the bath-taps and key- 
holes, and perhaps for the fireworks 
shooting up over the superb fantasies of 
the Tivoli gardens during the closing 
nights of the season.

6 hers existing college is a public boarding 
school housed in a building of historic 
interest in Prior Park, Bath. The Palladian 
mansion and adjacent buildings were 
designed in the eighteenth century for 
Ralph Allen by John Wood, Snr. ; it was 
therefore considered necessary that the 
new science block should harmonise with 
the existing work, and yet express the 
twentieth-century character of the users’ 
activities. The accommodation includes 
two chemistry laboratories at second floor, 
two physics laboratories at first floor, and 
a biology laboratory and art room at 
ground level. A future lecture hall is 
planned which, owing to the ground slope, 
will link at first floor level, with access from 
the existing staircase. The structure is a 
pre-stressed concrete frame, with pre- 
stressed plank floors and hollow tile in- 
filling. The building is faced externally 
with natural Bath stone, and internally 
with reconstructed stone. Services are 
concealed under oak strip suspended floors. 
The biology laboratory and art room have 
coloured asphalt floors. Heating is by 
Thermodare * Nightstor’ heaters. The 
cost was £39,771.

HIS conference hall and social centre was designed 
for the business and staff requirements of a private 
company, and the chief interest lies in its method of 


construction. The roof is a laminated timber shell with a 
double curve in the shape of a hyperbolic paraboloid. 
The geometry of the paraboloid is, in effect, a roof square 
on plan with two opposing corners raised and two 
lowered, producing a convex diagonal and a concave 
diagonal. The usual method of support is by columns of 
various height around the perimeter of the plan, plus a 
diagonal tie rod to hold the thrust of the shell. In this 
example, the roof is supported at the low corners by 
reinforced concrete buttresses which at the same time 
resist the outward thrust of the shell. The walls are infill 
panels of timber curtain walling. An advantage of this 
type of construction is the extremely rapid erection period. 
The total contract for the Scott Bader Hall took five 
months to complete and the shell roof itself was erected 
in three weeks. Another advantage is the natural self 
finish of the timber, dispensing with applied decoration. 

Detail construction is given in the order of site opera- 
tions. The sloping site was first levelled and covered with 


a 4 in. concrete slab, finished with a bituminous membrane 
and a Keruing hardwood strip floor. The reinforced 
concrete buttresses, designed by Newsum’s structural 
engineering consultant, are carried down to 8 ft. below 
finished floor level and carry the total load of the roof. 
This load is approximately 20 tons weight and 70 tons 
thrust at each buttress. Each is brick clad, and the 
foundation includes a stone gargoyle for rainwater collec- 
tion from the roof. 

The main roof consists of three layers of { in. tongued 
and grooved softwood boarding, the bottom layer being 
V-jointed to emphasise the board junctions. Adjacent 
boards of the bottom layer were edge stapled together 
while the subsequent layers, each of which were turned 
through 45° from the layer below, were nailed with 1} in. 
and 23 in. rust proof nails and glued together with casein 
glue for a width of 6 ft. around the perimeter. The whole 
of the roof shell is stiffened by 7 in. x 10 in. laminated 
timber beams around the perimeter. The membrane is 
set back $ in. to allow a timber insert to cover any end 
grain which may appear. The edge beams are bolted to 
mild steel saddles on the reinforced concrete buttresses.

The whole shell and edge beams are waterproofed exter- 
nally with three layers of bituminous felt, mineral finished, 
and treated internally with one coat of clear emulsion. 
The faces of the edge beams are gloss oil painted to afford 
some protection to the casein glue used in their construc- 
tion. 


The curtain walling, which was erected following the 
completion of the roof, consists of 32 oz. glazing between 
painted softwood mullions, and of 4 in. x 2 in. softwood 
studding clad on the outside with cedar shiplap boarding, 
and internally with mahogany veneered plywood. 
tion and waterproofing is afforded by bituminous felt,

1 in. fibreglass quilting, and § in. insulation board. The 
curtain walling is secured to the concrete floor slab by a 
timber sole plate coach screwed to timber inserts. All 
timber below finished floor level has been pressure 
creosoted. The kitchen block and the chair store are of 
traditional construction with 11 in. cavity brick walls and 
a timber flat roof, finished externally and internally as the 
main hall. 

Heating is by 3-tier electric tubular heaters around the 
whole perimeter of the building. Lighting is normal 
suspended tungsten lighting around the perimeter of the 
hall and by grouped flood lights from two positions, 
directed upon the timber ceiling, and lighting the hall 
indirectly. 

The hall is equipped with a mobile circular stage and 
movable curved screens for sub-dividing the space.

Influence of Architecture on Design 


T= recent exhibition of furniture, designed and executed by Gordon 
Russell, Ltd. over the past fifty years, was noteworthy for the 
interest and diversity of the pieces displayed. The earlier exhibits, 
mostly lent by private owners, showed an artistic individuality and a 
free and easy vibrant brightness influenced by the antique ideal. 

The latest designs show complete originality ; no imitation but a 
logical development to meet the demands of a crowded society and 
governed by the need for functional simplicity, limited space, and 
stringent economic considerations. The furniture has real architectural 
significance since it is developed through traditional English styles which 
themselves were designed to conform with influencing factors in the 
design of the domestic building. The work of Gordon Russell conforms 
with the modern architectural practice of a simple, compact plan, the 
size and shape of rooms governed by the plan, and the complete absence 
of ornate detail. 

It is generally accepted, erroneously however, that wealth equates with 
culture and that the more sophisticated and discriminating require 
objects of everyday use that are oniy obtainable at inflated prices. Gordon 
Russell has vindicated the case for the fine design combined with first 
class craftsmanship producing an article at reasonable cost. Fine 
furniture, like a costly but simple garment in the finest fabrics, is a lasting 
thing, a criterion which in the long run results in saving. 

Among the earlier pieces displayed was a cabinet and stand beautifully 
inlaid with ebony, box and laburnum with handles in ebony and interior 
drawers veneered with oysterwood. Designed by Sir Gordon Russell 
himself it is a fine example of the many specially commissioned works 
for which he is well known. A chest of drawers in hollywood with 
handles in stainless steel made for Earl Lloyd George in 1928, shows the 
elegant simplicity inherent in all English furniture design (Victorian 
excepted). 

The centrepiece of the collection was an oval dining table in Brazilian 
rosewood, designed by Professor R. D. Russell, RDI, FSIA, for a private 
commission. The veneered rosewood top with its fantasy of foliage 
delicately inlaid with pear tree, ivory and ebony as a setting for twelve 
sconces set in solid silver plates, showed that English craftsmanship is 
still of the first order. The legs of the table are in solid rosewood and 
have adjustable feet in brass plated with gold. The craftsman engaged 
on the work spent some six months on the decoration alone. 


Many examples of suites and individual items from stock ranges 
designed for the open market were included. Typical of these was a 
dining group comprising a sideboard with swept front, executed in solid 
and veneered teak, the doors and drawer fronts veneered in Indian laurel 
with handles in stainless steel ; an extended table in teak with top veneered 
in Indian laurel; and chairs, including one armchair, in solid teak 
upholstered in foamed latex. This and others in contrasting light and 
dark tones were designed by Mr. W. H. Russell, FSIA.

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COMPETITION NEWS 
Metropolitan Cathedral, Liverpool 


ONDITIONS and _ instructions to 

competing architects in the competi- 
tion for the Metropolitan Cathedral of 
Christ the King, Liverpool, now avail- 
able, are preceded by an open letter 
from the Archbishop of Liverpool, Dr. 
Heenan, himself one of the assessors, in 
which it is stated that the cathedral ‘ will 
present a unique problem in design. 
The plans of Sir Edward Lutyens were 
abandoned because the cost, after the 
second world war, had become prohibi- 
tively high. But his building, begun 
before the war, was resumed ten years 
later and the crypt is now almost com- 
pleted. Not only by reason of its majestic 
beauty but because it has already cost 
over half-a-million pounds the crypt must 
not be abandoned. In some way it will 
have to be incorporated in the new 
Cathedral. 

“That is your task. While free to 
design a building in any style, you must 
allow easy access between the crypt and 
the main building. . The crypt is 
mainly underground. It does not pre- 
clude an entirely new and distinctive 
design. Regard the crypt, therefore, not 
as an obstacle but as a challenge. The 
future use of the crypt need not pre- 
occupy you. The conditions make it

clear that the siting of the high altar is 
for you to decide. The crypt, there- 
fore, may be beneath it, as in existing 
cathedrals, or at the opposite end... . 
The assessors will not judge this com- 
petition in the light of any preconceived 
but undisclosed ideas./ The conditions 
here set down will guide them as they 
must guide you.’ 

The conditions (drawn up by the assessors 
who, in addition to Dr. Heenan, are Mr. 
Basil Spence, OBE, ARA, PRIBA, and Mr. 
David Stokes, FRIBA) show that architects 
who are British subjects, Commonwealth 
citizens or citizens of Eire wherever resident, 
who are corporate members of the RIBA or 
corporate members of the overseas societies 
allied to the RIBA or the RIAI or those in 
the United Kingdom whose names are on 
the ARCUK Register, may take part.

Civic Centre, Capetown 


WITH REGARD to reports that have been 
received on the proposed Capetown Civic 
Centre, some details of which were pub- 
lished in The Builder of October 2, Dr. 
S. S. Morris, City Engineer, Capetown, 
states that there is no actual competition 
—in the usual sense of the word at any 
rate—at present contemplated for the 
Capetown Civic Centre. 

Dr. Morris adds that the Council’s Civic 
Centre Committee has indicated to him 
that it is prepared to consider adopting a 
procedure proposed by him, whereby the 
* grand ° lay-out of the Civic Centre would 
be undertaken by representative national 
teams of leading architects. 

The new Civic Centre will be sited on 
the Foreshore area of Capetown on land 
reclaimed before the war when the new 
Table Bay harbour was constructed, and 
as yet only developed in part. If Dr. 
Morris’s recommendations are accepted, 
the architects will be asked to consider 
the layout not only of the various build- 
ings comprising the Civic Centre itself, but 
also large areas adjoining which are to be 
developed as parks and open spaces, so 
that the whole concept can be worthy of 
the Union and form a fitting ‘ Gateway to 
Africa,’ as envisaged in all the town plan- 
ning schemes that have from time to time 
been prepared for Capetown. 

Approaches are now being made by Dr. 
Morris to the various authorities con- 
cerned regarding the practical possibilities 
of constituting a British, a French and a 
South African team who will, in the first 
instance, submit their preliminary designs 
to a Technical Board which will probably 
comprise a leading South African archi- 
tect, a leading British architect and the 
City Engineer. 


News of the Week 


RIBA News 
PEAKING at his first Press conference 
of the new session at the RIBA on 
October 7, the President, Mr. Basil 
Spence, announced that the RIBA 
Council, at its meeting the previous 
meeting, had decided to defer action on 
the latest report of the Constitutional 
Committee until after another meeting 
with the Presidents of the Allied Societies. 
The Committee’s report, together with 
details of the Council’s decisions on the 
recommendations made, will be found on

Mr. Spence said that the portrait bust 
of himself to stand in the RIBA building 
had been completed by Sir Jacob Epstein 
just before his death, and it was indeed 
the last work that Sir Jacob was able to 
finish. The bust was now being cast. 

Asked what was likely to be the main 
theme of his second year as President, 
Mr. Spence said that it would be to raise 
the status of architecture and to get 
greater unity between the professions 
concerned with building. 

Mr. Spence announced that Mr. C. D. 
Spragg, who recently retired as Secretary 
RIBA, had been made an Honorary 
Associate. 

The President also stated that, owing 
to the printing dispute, it was unlikely 
that the new RIBA Kalendar would 
appear before December.

Insulated Windows 


SPEAKING at a meeting of the Royal 
Society of Health in London on October

the development of highly insulated 
windows to control heat loss as it had 
elsewhere in Europe. Instead, we had 
adopted single glazing because of its low 
cost and generally tolerable performance 
in traditional buildings. Consequently, 
there had been little deep inquiry into the 
basic relationships between glazing and 
heat loss. There had also been a tendency 
to regard any improvement, whatever its 
merit, as an expensive deviation from 
standard practice.

The bridge will retain the form and ele- 
vation designed by the late Sir Edwin 
Lutyens. A £458,856 contract has been 
let to W. and C. French, Ltd., to complete 
it in 21 months. 

The entire cost of the scheme will be 
met by the Ministry of Transport.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO

MEDALS FOR THE HEROES OF PEACE.-—

Acknowledgments 
by societies are but little thought of in 
comparison with even ‘decorations,’ 
which might be cheaply bestowed for civil 
services by the State.

Council Postpones Decisions on 
Committee’s Report 


f he Council of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, meeting on Octo- 
ber 6, agreed to defer decisions on the 
alternative recommendations put before 
them on the question of the election of 
regional representatives to the Council by 
the Constitutional Committee and_ the 
Representatives of the Allied Societies 
respectively. The Constitutional Commit- 
tee’s report, explaining the various recom- 
mendations put forward, is reproduced 
below. In each case the Council’s interim 
decision is given in italics. 


Report of the Constitutional 


Committee 


As requested by the Council, the Com- 
mittee have considered the statement read 
at the last Council meeting on behalf of 
Presidents and representatives of the 
Allied Societies. Having discussed the 
points raised at considerable length, the 
Committee do not wish to make changes 
in principle in their original recommenda- 
tions, which have already been approved 
by the Council. In this connection the 
recommendations of the Committee are 
not necessarily the unanimous view of all 
its members. They do, however, repre- 
sent a substantial majority view. The 
points which have been raised by the 
Allied Societies’ Presidents are so funda- 
mental that until they are resolved one 
way or the other no further progress can 
be made. The Committee therefore 
request the Council to decide these issues 
if possible at their next meeting. 


The issues are as follows : — 


1. Method of Electing Regional Repre- 
sentatives to RIBA Council (England and 
Wales only). 

(a) RECOMMENDATION OF CONSTITU- 
TIONAL COMMITTEE: that, in accordance 
with the general principle of making the 
whole membership of Council as far as 
possible directly elective, the regional rep- 
resentatives on the Council should be 
directly elected by all RIBA members in 
each area (it is assumed that the regional 
elections would be conducted by means 
of a postal ballot through the Allied 
Societies, on the basis of their geographi- 
cal areas; and that means would be found 
of making all RIBA. members in each 
area automatically members of their local 
Society). 

(b) ProposaAL OF REPRESENTATIVES OF 
Acutep SoctretTies: that, provided the 
Allied Society's Council is elected by an 
approved democratic procedure of its 
members resident in its area, the Allied 
Society’s Council shall be free to nomi- 
nate from its elected Council members its 
representative or representatives on the 
RIBA Council (the Constitutional Com- 
mittee consider that ‘approved democra- 
tic procedure * in this context should read 
* postal ballot ’). 

The Committee recommend that the 
Council should express its views in regard 
to (a) or (b) above and then refer the issue 
to a referendum of members 


(The Council, by a narrow majority, 
agreed to (a) in preference to (b), but 
deferred a final decision pending a meet- 
ing with the Presidents of the Allied 
Societies. The Council, however, rejected 
the idea of a referendum on the issue.) 

2. Ratio of Regionally Elected Repre- 
sentatives on Council to Nationally 
Elected Representatives. 

(a) RECOMMENDATION OF CONSTITU- 
TIONAL COMMITTEE: that the proportions 
of regional to nationally elected repre- 
sentatives should be roughly 50/50 
(recommendation 2(a) was that the Coun- 
cil should consist of 63 elected members 
—30 nationally elected, 27 regionally 
elected through Allied Societies in Eng- 
land and Wales, 6 from Scotland and Ire- 
land). 

(b) PROPOSAL OF REPRESENTATIVES OF 
ALLIED SocleTiEs: that the proportions 
of regionally to nationally elected repre- 
sentatives should be two-thirds to one- 
third. 

In this connection it may help mem- 
bers to have the following roughly 
approximate summary of membership of 
the RIBA and the allocation of Council 
seats proposed by the Constitutional Com- 
mittee : —

The recommendation of the Constitu- 
tional Committee is based on the view 
that since the Council is the national 
policy making body of the Royal Insti- 
tute, all representatives on the Council 
should come as individuals, and that any 
tendency to block voting or regionalism 
is undesirable. The intention of the 50/50 
proposal is not to split the Council in two 
halves, but to give a second vote to mem- 
bers outside London and Middlesex to 
ensure that special local interests will not 
be overlooked and to ensure direct liaison 
between the Council and all regions out- 
side London. The representatives of 
Allied Societies may not have realised 
that if, on the above figures, a regional 
second vote were given to members in 
London and Middlesex they would 
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qualify for about eight seats; the average 
regional electorate being about one to 
390. If eight seats were then taken off 
the number of nationally elected repre- 
sentatives (making 22 instead of 30) and 
added to the regionally elected represen- 
tatives (making 41 instead of 33) the ratio 
of regional to national representatives 
would in fact be about two-thirds to one- 
third. The Committee therefore feel that 
the regional interests have in fact been 
well safguarded. 

The Committee recommend that the 
Council should make a choice between 
(a) and (b) above. 


(The Council decided to postpone a 
decision until the meeting with the Presi- 
dents of the Allied Societies.) 


SURREY SCHOOL BUILDING 
PROGRAMME 
Minister Explains Why Cuts 
Must Stay 


YHE Minister of Education has declined 
to change his decision to cut Surrey’s 
major school building programme for the 
period 1960-62 from £64m. to £3m. The 
Development Committee of Surrey Educa- 
tion Committee have been notified to this 
effect, following strong protests to the 
Ministry, and now the Committee are to ask 
the Minister to receive a deputation com- 
prising the chairman of Surrey County 
Council, the Education Committee and the 
Education Development Committee. 

The Ministry letter stated that the 
Minister welcomed the authority’s desire to 
improve facilities, particularly for secondary 
education, as quickly as possible. At the 
same time the ambition of authorities 
generally to start more work in the first two 
years of the five-year programme envisaged 
than the Government could allow, had made 
it necessary for the Minister to ask them to 
defer some of their proposals to a later 
phase. 


Meeting Local Needs 


The letter went on to state that the 
Minister did not regard the programme 
already announced as being rigid and unalter- 
able. He appreciated that local needs could 
change unexpectedly and that unforeseen 
difficulties could sometimes arise. He was 
anxious that the authority should make full 
use of the sum allocated and for that reason 
he was ready to consider changes at any time. 
The authority would be well advised to plan 
ahead of currently announced programmes 
so far as was practicable, in consultation with 
his officers. 

The Committee are to ask for Ministry 
approval to bring forward from the reserve 
list to the main programme for 1959-60 the 
schemes for the proposed Pyrcroft County 
Infants’ School, Chertsey, and Frimley and 
Camberley Old Dean County Infants’ School. 
Taking into account the additional £25,000 
allowed by the Ministry to be spent on minor 
works during 1959-60, the Committee have 
varied their original programme, which 
includes the doubling of the estimate to 
£20,000 for Burpham County Primary School 
to enable an improved scheme for remodel- 
ling to be undertaken

DEVELOPMENT PLAN REVIEW 


Council Receive Town Planning Committee's Proposals 


A SPECIAL meeting of the London 
County Council was held on Wed- 
nesday (October 14) to receive the report 
of the Town Planning Committee on their 
proposals for the review of the County of 
London Development Plan. It is under 
the provisions of the plan, which was 
approved by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government in March 1955, that 
the Council controls development and the 
use of lands and buildings ; the plan also 
defines the areas which the Council and 
other authorities require for housing, 
schools, open spaces, road improvements 
and other public purposes. 

Wednesday’s meeting was the first 
stage of the public discussion of these 
proposals, and the Council was asked to 
approve them for the purpose of formal 
consultation with the City Corporation 
and the Metropolitan Borough Councils ; 
after their observations have been con- 
sidered the proposals will be re-submitted 
to the Council not later than December 
15 so that the necessary documents can 
be prepared for submission to the Minis- 
ter by March 1960. The proposals will 
then be on view to the public, and the 
public will be able to make representa- 
tions concerning them to the Minister. 
Following are extracts from the report: 

Surveys on which the review is based. 
—The proposals follow a series of sur- 
veys and analysis of statistics begun soon 
after the Minister’s approval of the plan 
in 1955 which included a survey of every 
separate plot of land in the county cover- 
ing use, area, floor space and parking 
facilities. Special studies included resi- 
dential densities, employment statistics, 
new office floor space in central London, 
and car parking. The report on these 
surveys will be submitted to the Council 
in December and thence to the Minister 
in the County Planning Report which, in 
addition to facts and a stock-taking of 
progress, will show the reasons for the 
amendments proposed to the Develop- 
ment Plan. 

Main intentions of the review.— The 
two major planning problems of London 
are congestion at the centre and the fac- 
tors tending to overspill of population.’ 

‘Because of London’s pre-eminence as 
a centre of government, finance, industry 
and trade it retains its magnetism for busi- 
ness interests and for people. The pros- 
perity of these interests is vital . . . but we 
have been concerned at the growth of 
the amount of office accommodation .. . 
and the gradual spread of offices west- 
ward. People are moving further out and 
travel long distances to work, resulting in 
congestion on the roads. Many parts of 
the centre of London are hives of indus- 
try by day but empty in the evenings and 
at weekends.’ 

‘The middle belt of London is still 
intensively lived in but much of the pro- 
perty, built in Victorian times, is obso- 
lete. . . . Existing houses are frequently 
occupied at excessive densities. . . re- 
building to provide each family with a 
home of its own and with a ‘proper 


complement of schools and open spaces 
will mean a_ substantial overspill of 
population.’ 

“The main proposals are therefore 
directed to restraining the growth of office 
accommodation, particularly in the West 
End, encouraging some limited office pro- 
vision in suburban centres, encouraging 
the provision of dwellings in the central 
area, revitalising some middle-belt areas 
by comprehensive redevelopment . . 
dealing with the overspill resulting from 
this and other causes, improving the roads 
and encouraging the separation of pedes- 
trian and vehicular traffic wherever pos- 
sible.’ 

Office development.— In recent years 
the number of persons employed in 
central London has increased by at least 
15,000 a year. . . . The demand for new 
offices does not yet appear to be satis- 
ey 

Steps have already been taken to limit 
the bulk of offices in the central area and 
to encourage the inclusion of flats, hotels 
and the like in schemes of development. 
Further restrictions are being considered 
for Finsbury, Shoreditch and South Bank. 
Variations in zoning in the Victoria, 
Marylebone Road and Bloomsbury areas 
will help reduce potential office develop- 
ment. 

The central (West End) zone.—By a 
proposed amendment of the written state- 
ment of the plan the Council, in consider- 
ing proposals for office development in 
this zone, will need to be satisfied that the 
development is appropriate. 


A Regional Problem 


Decentralisation of offices.—This is 
a regional as well as a county problem 
and consultations have been held with the 
Ministry and the neighbouring planning 
authorities. ‘At least 70 firms have 
moved part or the whole of their offices 
out of central London and over 38,000 
headquarters staff of Government depart- 
ments are now employed outside central 
London.’ The Committee consider that 
some very limited office development 
should be encouraged in the perimeter 
areas of the county itself to relieve the 
daily ‘commuting’ of workers. Certain 
small new office zones will be introduced. 

Mayfair—The Committee propose to 
include a statement of policy in the 
County Planning Report dealing with the 
western part of Mayfair, where the basic 
zoning is rightly residential but where 
variety of uses is one of its main attrac- 
tions. The special problem is the spread 
of offices during and since the war in 
houses, many of which are of historic and 
architectural interest but are not always 
suited to modern residential require- 
ments. The policy envisages the exten- 
sion of temporary permissions for offices 
until 1990 in premises which are not 
reasonably adaptable for residential 
occupation of various kinds. This exten- 
sion will be long enough to give reason- 
able security but not long enough to 
induce occupants to rebuild. 
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Industry and commerce.—During the 
period 1954 to 1957 factory employment 
fell by over 18,000—an average reduc- 
tion of one per cent. a year. Neverthe- 
less, the county is still over-industrialised 
(121 industrial jobs for every 100 
workers). About a third of the county's 
industry is still on land zoned for other 
purposes. The Council is prepared to 
spend £500,000 a year on buying out this 
non-conforming industry so that the land 
can be used for housing, open spaces and 
schools. 

Changes envisaged wili give a net 
reduction of land zoned for industry of 
66 acres and of land zoned for com- 
merce (warehouses and storage) of 91 
acres. 

Population.—Since 1952 population has 
declined at the rate of about 20,000 a 
year. About 153,000 moved out of the 
county between 1951 and 1956, the move- 
ment being mostly of young married 
couples. 

A clearly defined trend has been an 
increase in the number but a decrease 
in size of households (from 3.46 persons 
in 1931 to 2.82 in 1951) and the trend is 
continuing; this involves a_ greater 
demand for separate accommodation. 

Housing need.—In_ 1956, 300,000 
people or nearly one-tenth of the county’s 
total population were still without a home 
of their own, and the housing need was 
for 126,000 additional dwellings. The 
continuing growth of the proportion of 
adults to total population means that 
231,000 additional dwellings will be re- 
quired by 1972. 

Residential density—The survey Of 
residential density carried out in 1956 
showed an existing average density of 
85 persons an acre (111 an acre north 
of the Thames and 67 an acre south of 
the Thames) with wide variations from 
borough to borough, the highest being 
Holborn with 315 and the lowest Wool- 
wich with 43. 

There are four main density zones for 
the purpose of controlling new residential 
development to secure good living con- 
ditions (200 persons an acre at the centre, 
136, 100 and 70 persons an acre). The 
Committee are satisfied that the main 
principles in the plan should be continued, 
but new zones at 170 persons per acre 
will be created affecting areas in Earl's 
Court, Paddington, St. Marylebone and 
Elephant and Castle. Many other areas 
will be affected by detailed amendments 
to density zonings. 

They propose also that higher than 
zoned densities should be allowed where 
comprehensive development is to take 
place and where the development of flats 
adjacent to local town centres would be 
valuable from a social point of view. 

Overspill—The total requirement for 
general housing need, displacement of 
population from areas redeveloped and 
slum clearance is estimated at 380,500 
additional dwellings. Public and private 
housing, 1956-72, is likely to provide 
about 144,000 new dwellings and 20,000 
more may be provided by conversion of 
existing premises. There will therefore 
be a surplus of 216,500 households requir- 
ing separate dwellings, whose needs can 
only be met outside the county. 
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After estimating that 100,000 house- 
holds will leave the county under private 
arrangements, and 66,000 more to new 
towns, expanded towns, etc., there will 
remain about 50,500 households still to 
be dealt with. 

Housing.—Revised proposals for hous- 
ing development by the Council and the 
Metropolitan Borough Councils in the 
period 1960-72 amount to about 3,600 
acres, giving about 128,000 dwellings. 
Private builders may provide about 16,000 
dwellings, but about 97,000 households 
will be displaced from housing sites on 
redevelopment as the net gain will be 
about 47,000 dwellings. 

Education.—357 sites will be defined 
on the amended plan for new or extended 
schools or establishments for further 
education. The University of London has 
asked for some additional sites to be 
defined for the extension of colleges and 
medical schools. 

Open spaces.—Between 1951 and 1960 
about 521 acres of new public open space 
will have been achieved. 

The total acreage proposed to be pro- 
grammed for 1960-72 is 650 acres includ- 
ing 16 acres in the Metropolitan Cattle 
Market area, Islington, and 28 acres in 
new development areas. 

Roads.—The programme of road 
improvements accords largely with the 
recommendations of the Nugent Commit- 
tee on which a further report will be 
submitted to the Council. This will also 
deal with the question of car parking. 

Comprehensive development areas.— 
New comprehensive development areas 
are proposed at: Knightsbridge Green, 
North-West Stepney, West Bethnal 
Green, Lambeth Walk and Kensal New 
Town. (The Kensington and Paddington 
Borough Councils have been asked to deal 
with the residential zones, the Council 
undertaking the provision of schools, 
open spaces and helping in the re-siting 
of industry.) 

Planning standards and principles — 
The Committee’s report concludes with 
a review of planning standards and prin- 
ciples which are to be explained in the 
County Planning Report. 

Other matters——Other matters dealt 
with in the Committee’s report are: 
neighbourhoods and communities; pre- 
cincts; use-zoning; designation of land as 
subject to compulsory acquisition; hospi- 
tals; health services; shops and wholesale 
markets; riverside and canal uses; heli- 
copter stations, and a review of existing 
comprehensive development areas. 

Financial basis for the review of the 
plan.—For the Council’s own projects in 
the plan the Committee have assumed 
that it will be possible to defray gross 
capital expenditure of £30 m. a year on 
average Over the 12 years 1960-72 (as 
against £27 m. a year estimated when the 
Development Plan was submitted in 
1951), The additional debt charges and 
the additional cost of maintaining the new 
buildings (but ignoring the other costs 
of the services operating in the new build- 
ings) arising from this expected capital 
expenditure of £360 m. are likely to result 
by the end of the 12-year period in an 
addition of about 2s. in the pound over 
the present rate. 


EVERYDAY THINGS 


By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 
XCV.—Gadgets 


HE number of new inventions which 

appear on the market daily designed 
to spare us unwanted labour and effort 
can continually amaze me. The building 
industry is rightly conservative in its 
methods and new gadgets are usually tried 
out first by the amateur, after which they 
either fade into oblivion or gradually 
become a standard tool in the tradesman’s 
kit. 

The roller for the application of dis- 
temper and paint was certainly designed 
as an aid for the amateur, and I am not 
sure that it has yet come to stay and is 
perhaps only suitable for the do-it-your- 
self team after all. I notice that the roller 
now incorporates a container for the paint 
so that it is no longer necessary to dip the 
roller into the paint. There is also the 
paint spray, which has been in use for 
some time, and I now see a further 
development of this technique in a spray 
which can be used for plaster. 








RELEGATED 


Another device which took a long time 
to come into its own is the wall plug, and 
only the other day I met some young car- 
penters who were still using hand-made 
plugs. Plugging by gun, however, took 
on very quickly, for this method seems 
to provide for so many forms of fixing. 

The ratchet screw-driver is now a firmly 
established tool and has its place in every 
carpenter’s kit. The electric soldering 
iron is another boon. Soldering is an art 
which has always defeated me personally: 
the solder always seems to run off my 
iron. I have not used an electric tool for 
this work, but I have little hope that 1 
should get on any better if I did. Every 
man to his trade! 

I wonder if the plumber’s wiped joint 
will one day be found on display in 
museums and shall we come to use con- 
nectors as we do for copper? Likewise, 
will the electric wire coated with rubber 
one day be replaced by wire contained 
in solid copper casing with ingeniously 
devised connectors? It is good to see a 
general tidying up in all these changes as 
well as the saving of much labour. 

Most jobs of any size these days are 
supplied with power tools such as electric 
saws and drills, and the handsaw begins 
to wear a very primitive look. The last 
display of gardening implements at the 
Chelsea Flower Show encouraged the 
amateur gardener to bigger and better 
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achievements by showing him how he can 
cut his lawns from an arm chair, which 
leads me to speculate on how long it 
will be before the crane and the mecha- 
nical shovel are operated from the site 
office. Perhaps we shall even get a 
vacuum cleaner which clears up building 
sites: I shall certainly be one of its first 
advocates if we do. 

A study of these new contrivances as 
they appear can be both fascinating and 
rewarding. As a rule, we find that the 
simpler the contrivance the more success- 
ful is it likely to be. Perhaps the out- 
standing example is the zip fastener: the 
story of this alone would be well worth 
reading. (I am told that, in spite of its 
universal success and general use, it is not 
entirely foolproof and has in its time 
been responsible for many embarrassing 
moments.) 

But the building industry must offer 
unlimited scope for the ingenuity of the 
gadget-designer, and it is my constant 
hope that one day someone will contrive 
something to supersede the pneumatic 
drill or at least provide a silent version 
of it. Such a contrivance, as well as 
benefitting the building and civil engineer- 
ing trades, should do much to lengthen 
the general life span of us all. 


CARE OF ANCIENT BUILDINGS 


Recruitment and Training of 
Architects 


5 len first meeting of the Standing Joint 
Conference on the Hecruitment and 
Training of Architects for the Care of Old 
Buildings was held in the Jerusalem Chamber 
of Westminster Abbey on October 7. 

This body has been formed to give expres- 
sion to the widespread concern increasingly 
felt in recent years by the many organisations 
having an interest in the problems of main- 
taining and repairing old buildings, and 
adapting them to modern requirements. 

The membership of the Conference in- 
cluded representatives from the Ministry of 
Works, the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, the Central Council for the 
Care of Churches, the Society for the Pro- 
tection of Ancient Buildings, the National 
Trust, the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects, the Council for the Preservation of 
Rural England, the Georgian Group, the 
Historic Churches Preservation Trust, the 
Institute of Advanced Architectural Studies, 
the Society of Antiquaries of London, the 
London County Council and the Architec- 
tural Association and it is hoped ultimately 
to include all the major amenity societies. 

The Dean of Gloucester, at whose sug- 
gestion it first came into being, was elected 
as the Conference's first chairman. The hon. 
secretary is Mr, Donald W. Insall, ARIBA, 
and the offices are at Fulham Palace, SW6. 

The Conference is taking active steps to 
provide increased facilities for the recruit- 
ment and training of architects in this 
specialised field, and to stress the need for 
the employment of architects properly quali- 
fied in this work.

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THE DEVELOPMENT OF SOUTHAMPTON WATER 


AND ITS ENVIRONS 


Paper to Town and Country Planning School 


Part I by T. F. Thomson, FSA, MTPI, 


“R. COLES has dealt admirably with 
the history of the port of Southamp- 
ton and its future problems and possi- 
bilities [his paper was printed in our issue 
of October 2.—-+Ed.]. nm 
Those problems and possibilities arise in 
the main from the peculiarity of the 
coastal configuration of southern Hamp- 
shire, particularly as respects the impor- 
tant indentation known as Southampton 
Water. Southampton, as Mr. Coles has 
pointed out, has grown up at the conflu- 
ence of the Rivers Test and Itchen. The 
Test is the main river and originates in the 
chalk springs at the head of the Hamp- 
shire peneplain near Overton. 


The Hampshire Coastline 


The area we are discussing lies entirely 
upon the tertiary formations of the 
Hampshire Basin, a trough of the great 
Chalk downfold, dipping down from the 
Hampshire peneplain about seven miles 
north of Southampton, only to emerge 
again in the Isle of Wight. 

While the Eocene structure of the Basin 
is essentially simple, the rocks which out- 
crop within it are intersected by valleys 
and much eroded, and consequently dis- 
play considerable variety, ranging from 
Sands and Gravels to Clays. Southampton 
itself is built largely upon superficial 
Brickearth and Gravel deposits overlying 
the Bracklesham Beds between the alluvial 
valleys of the Rivers Test and Itchen; 
with the Bagshot Sands and London Clay 
outcropping to the north. The area to 
the east of the Itchen, extending to the 
Hamble, has a basically similar though 
rather more uniform structure. To the 
west of Southampton Water, the centres 
of Totton and Hythe lie upon the valley 
gravels, while the variable Bracklesham 
Beds and Barton Clays and Sands outcrop 
successively inland towards the New 
Forest. Plateau gravels occur patchily in 
this area, but are nowhere so extensive as 
those east of Southampton Water, except 
on Beaulieu Heath. 

The attractive climate of Hampshire 
allied with its indented and sheltered 
coastline has undoubtedly added to its 
attractions to the invaders of the past no 
less than to the many people who, from 
all parts of the country, now find it an 
attractive place of residence. Southamp- 
ton has a sunshine record surpassed on 
the south coast only by Weymouth and 
Worthing. 

The same combination of climate and 
sheltered water has contributed also to its 
development as the only large protected 
area on the mainland for sailing within 
reach of London and the Home Counties. 
The Southampton area is strikingly bright, 
having a climate rivalling that of Margate 
and Ramsgate, which are recognised as 
being particularly good in that respect. 
This pronounced microclimate is limited 
in area, and embraces a diminishing area 
west and east of Southampton, and 
includes part of the Isle of Wight.

The Industrial Pattern 


The industrial pattern of the environs 
of Southampton is almost inextricably 
mixed up with the industrial structure of 
the whole of the southern Hampshire 
region. It stems originally from the tradi- 
tion of ship building both at Southamp- 
ton and Portsmouth—at Portsmouth in 
the Navy Dockyard and at Southampton 
in the servicing of ocean liners and in 
minor ship building and repairing. Persons 
skilled in these techniques or in the tech- 
nique of ship building and refitting ships 
have a wide usefulness in other types of 
constructional activity of a related kind. 
It is not a big step from the fitting out of 
boats to the fitting out of aircraft and 
other vehicles. The old Vickers Super- 
marine Works at Southampton is an 
example in point, which had a wide 
influence outside the County Borough 
along the Hampshire coastline. 


The Southampton neighbourhood is 
also one in which a great deal of activity 
takes place in small boat building, includ- 
ing yachts, and although this is generally 
associated with the Hamble and Beaulieu 
Rivers, there is no doubt that it also 
gains some strength and importance by 
the proximity of the famous yachting 
centre of Cowes. Small boat builders can 
in an emergency also be usefully 
employed in the caravan building 
industry, which flourishes at Totton and 
elsewhere in the area. The Briggs’ Body- 
works at Eastleigh also employs skills 
associated with those available generally 
in the Southampton area, and there is a 
vast range of minor industries sometimes 
of quite small proportions servicing these 
larger industries in greater or lesser 
degree. 


Oil Refineries 


A new phase of industrial activity in 
the Southampton area is now developing 
as a result of the decision of the Cabinet 
some ten years ago to locate at Fawley 
on the West Bank the largest oil refinery 
in Europe, operated by the Esso Petro- 
leum Company, a subsidiary of the Stan- 
dard Oil Company of New Jersey. This 
great plant was built up upon the basis 
of the small AGWI oil refinery which 
existed before the war on the southern 
part of the site, and has now expanded 
to a production of some ten-and-a-half 
million tons a year. This has involved 
the construction of facilities for the 
berthing of large tankers, and those of up 
to about 60,000 tons dw may be received. 
The introduction of the oil industry on 
Southampton Water has had important 
effects on the whole economy of the area, 
and has led to the introduction of sub- 
sidiary industries deriving their basic 
manufacturing products from the oil 
refinery pipeline. These subsidiary indus- 
tries include Monsanto Chemicals, the 
International Synthetic Rubber Company, 
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and the Union Carbide Company 
(GEMEC). Once established in this 
locality it is clear that a great primary 
industry of this sort must respond to the 
demands of the economic market for 
related products, and further important 
developments may be expected. 

One important repercussion has been 
a recent proposal to establish an entirely 
new refinery on the east bank of 
Southampton Water almost opposite to 
Fawley by a rival American oil company, 
a proposal which would have taken out of 
agricultural production a further 1,000 
acres of first-class agricultural land. 
Fawley itself, although occupying about 
the same acreage, did not have quite the 
same effect, as its site was formerly 
mainly woodland, albeit of beautiful 
character and including the important 
landscape park of Cadland House, all of 
which was destroyed in the process of 
construction, although every effort has 
been made by the company to co-operate 
with the Planning Authority in the 
development of new landscape features 
where appropriate, and these have been 
planted and are now well-established. 

The demands of electricity consump- 
tion in this highly important region of 
southern England has led to the develop- 
ment, as already mentioned, of the 
Marchwood Power Station, partly oil and 
partly coal fired, and undoubtedly will 
lead to the introduction of further major 
power stations. 

Southampton Water will undoubtedly 
in the future become increasingly attrac- 
tive to industry requiring a waterfront of 
that character, and the policy of the 
County Council has so far been to admit 
on to that waterfront only those industries 
which demonstrably need such a water- 
front. It is a national economic asset too 
valuable to be frittered away on industries 
which could well be sited elsewhere. This 
policy to seme extent and perhaps for 
some considerable period will meet the 
views of those who hold that the Solent 
and Southampton Water should remain 
scenically one of the finest approaches to 
this country from abroad, and should not 
be needlessly destroyed. It is, indeed, the 
great gateway to England from many 
parts of the world. This has thrown into 
relief the need for careful industrial plan- 
ning, and this is now being undertaken 
through the agency of a Joint Industrial 
Planning Committee, upon which all the 
appropriate Authorities and Departments 
are represented. This industrial planning 
is all the more necessary because of the 
inherent weakness of the industrial struc- 
ture of the region, whereby large numbers 
of employees are dependent upon indus- 
tries having a considerable affinity with 
the primary industries characteristic of a 
waterfront area. There is clearly a need 
for diversification, and some active steps 
have been taken by the authorities con- 
cerned to impress upon the Government 
this need. 


Immigration Tendency 


Notwithstanding what has been said in 
the preceding section, the whole of the 
Southampton Region gives an air of pros- 
perity, which is attractive to many people 
living in less desirable areas in other parts 
of the country. There is, therefore, a 
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strong immigration tendency related not 
only to the attractiveness of the coastal 
area from a scenic and recreational point 
of view, but also because of the inherent 
attractions of a seemingly prosperous 
industrial structure, not only in the 
Southampton area itself but in the adjoin- 
ing Portsmouth region, whose hinterland 
adjoins that of Southampton, as well as 
from voluntary immigration. 


Planning Policy 


Over the years, and even before the 
war, there has been a closely co-ordinated 
planning policy between the County 
Borough Council and the adjoining local 
authorities including the County Council. 
Pre-war, this was by means of 4 Joint 
Planning Advisory Committee which 
advised the District Councils directly on 
development control matters as well as 
itself preparing the Master Plan. Since 
1947, the two major planning authorities 
have worked closely together, both at 
member and officer level, and this co- 
ordination of policy and action has been 
strengthened by the existence of a Joint 
Advisory Committee established under 
Part III of the First Schedule to the Town 
& Country Planning Act, 1947. 


Reference has already been made to 
the pressures of development in the 
Southampton hinterland. This to a 
greater or lesser degree maintains in the 
whole of the coastal region of Hampshire 
which, as pointed out in the geology sec- 
tion of this paper, lies on the Eocene 
formation. These pressures arise partly 
from the largish towns on the Hamp- 


shire coastline and partly from the effect 


of the decentralisation of important

elements of the London urban population. 


In order that the Hampshire coast 
should be saved from complete suburbani- 
sation, the County Council decided some 
years ago to establish a Hampshire Coast 
Green Belt. This has recently been given 
statutory effect by a formal amendment 
of the County Development Plan, which 
amendment is now before the Minister 
for his consideration, and a Public 
Inquiry has recently been held. Strength 
was given to a Green Belt policy by the 
desire of the Solent sporting interests and 
all who regard the Hampshire coast as a 
national possession to form a Solent 
National Waterpark, the equivalent of a 
coastal National Park, which would aug- 
ment the protection already given to the 
New Forest by the New Forest Act, which 
virtually constitutes it a National Forest 
Park. The New Forest is both a local 
and regional as well as a national open 
space of immense antiquity. 


The sands and gravels of the Eocene 
formation loom large in the recommenda- 
tions of the Waters Committee on Sand 
and Gravel, and again the extravagant 
needs of the important urban interests of 
the area for concrete and other building 
aggregates make big inroads into the 
important reserves lying north-west and 
south-east of Southampton. These are, 
of course, carefully controlled and an 
adequate restoration to agricultural use is 
insisted upon in all cases. The overriding 
importance, however, of the agricultural 
interest has sometimes led to refusals of 
planning consent for mineral working of 
quite large areas which can, however, only 
be regarded as a postponement in most 
instances. Meanwhile, the Planning 
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Authority has been active in securing the 
co-operation of all concerned through a 
Joint Committee towards the stepping up 
of the production of off-shore minerals. 
These exist in quantity on the West Bank 
in the Solent and in Pot Bank off the Isle 
of Wight. 


Improved Standard 


Development control in the county area 
is administered through Development 
Sub-Committees of the County Planning 
Committee, which are based on District 
Councils and clerked by the Clerks of the 
District Councils. These Committees are 
advised by the Area Planning Officers, 
two of whom cover the hinterland of 
Southampton, and who advise also three 
Area Committees whose _ territory 
impinges upon this hinterland. In the 
majority of cases either the Development 
Sub-Committee or Area Committee has 
power to make appropriate decisions in 
the name of the local planning authority, 
but in exceptional cases development 
applications are referred to the County 
Planning Committee, who make the final 
decision in matters where County policy 
is affected, or where the case involves 
matters of unusual complexity. 


It is not claimed that the architectural 
standard of development in this area is 
particularly high, due to the volume of 
applications which have to be dealt with 
by the appropriate Committees. It may 
be mentioned here that the number of 
applications per annum dealt with in 
Hampshire is roughly equivalent to those 
dealt with in the whole of the County of 
London. However, energetic steps are 
taken to secure a higher standard of 
development than might otherwise be 
achieved, through the agency of Advisory 
Panels of Architects who advise the Area 
Planning Officers as respects all cases 
referred to them, and in addition qualified 
advisers on my own staff give supplemen- 
tary advice where appropriate and service 
the Panels of Architects by giving them 
the necessary background information 
upon proposals which they are consider- 
ing from time to time. By this means 
there is no doubt that the standard of 
architectural design has been improved 
considerably since 1947, and it only 
requires now a more effective support 
from the Ministry on appeal in design 
cases to lift the standard still higher. 


House Purchase and Housing Act 


A booklet which explains, in simple terms, 
the provisions of the House Purchase and 
Housing Act has been issued by the Gas 
Council. The booklet, ‘Good News for 
Houseowners and Leaseholders,’ explains 
the workings and applications of the Act. It 
points out, for example, that in the case of 
leasehold property, the lease must have an 
unexpired term of at least 15 years—and 
emphasises the point that people should not 
begin any improvement work until the local 
council has approved the application for a 
grant, otherwise the grant will not be forth- 
coming. Copies of the booklet, which is 
published by the Gas Council, are available 
at the showrooms of Area Gas Boards.

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COMPARISON OF COSTS AND 
PROFITABILITY 


EJMA Circular to Members 

HE English Joinery Manufacturers’ 

Association, in a circular letter, is 
inviting member firms to submit, in confi- 
dence, details of costs and profitability with 
a view to discovering any weaknesses in the 
organisation of the firms concerned. The 
investigation will be conducted with the help 
of the British Institute of Management. 
Headed ‘Comparison with Competitors 
Without Giving Any Secrets Away,’ the text 
of the circular is as follows: 

Would you like to compare your results 
with other members without giving any 
secrets away? 

How do we compare with other firms in 
our profitability and cost structure? What 
are the reasons for differences? Could we 
make cost savings in any particular direction 
—for example, in materials and labour costs? 

In order to provide member firms with 
answers to questions of this kind the EJMA 
intends to provide facilities for the first inter- 
firm comparison scheme to be conducted in 
the industry. Similar schemes have been 
successfully operated in other industries, and 
widely abroad. 

This is how it will work. each firm taking 
part will contribute a few key figures confi- 
dentially to a common pool, from which it 
will receive in return the combined contri- 
butions of its own and other firms. It will 
receive a report showing the average and 
the range of performance of all-contributors, 
together with explanatigns showing how the 
results can be interpreted. 


What will be Compared? 

The first scheme will have two parts, as 
follows : 

Part A—Simplified scheme; This will be 
a comparison of profits and costs. 

Part B—Full scheme: A more compre- 
hensive comparison of management ratios 
showing return on capital employed, and the 
main factors affecting this such as turnover 
of capital, profitability of sales, detailed cost 
ratios, etc, 

Each firm can decide whether to take part 
in Part A or Part B. Firms participating in 
A will be asked to provide 5 figures only 
and those taking part in B, 13 figures only. 
(Details of the information to be compared 
are contained in an Appendix.) 


How Can the Results be Used ? 


The results of these comparisons can be 
used in two main ways: 

1. To provide the manager with an objec- 
tive yardstick against which to measure his 
firm’s operations. 

2. To help him to improve performance 
by pin-pointing weaknesses in the business. 
For example, he may find that his material 
costs are much too high, or that he has too 
much capital tied up in debtors because he 
is allowing customers much longer to pay 
than other firms do. 

Confidentiality —The EJMA has arranged 
for the data to be collected confidentially 
by the new Centre for Interfirm Comparison 
attached to the British Institute of Manage- 
ment, The Centre, which has had experience 
of conducting comparisons in a number of 
other industries, will allocate to each firm 
a code number which appears on question- 
naires and other documents instead of its 


name and address ; stringent security arrange- 
ments operate within the Centre to prevent 
unauthorised persons having access to the 
data of firms. The results of the comparison 
will be presented in such a way that the 
data of individual firms cannot be identified. 
This is done either by showing each firm’s 
figures under a code number, and in the 
form of ratios and percentages only, or by 
means of averages. 

Comparing Like with Like.—If partici- 
pants include firms of different sizes or 
making different ranges of products, then 
arrangements will be made for the results 
of the comparison to be classified accord- 
ingly, so that participants can compare 
themselves with similar firms. The figures 
themselves will be returned on an agreed 
and uniform basis. 

Cost.—This will be in 
£20/£25 per firm. 

How will the Comparison Actually be 
Organised?—Firms which have agreed to 
take part will return their ratios to the BIM 
Centre for Interfirm Comparison on an 
agreed and confidential basis. The Centre 
will send to each firm a simple questionnaire 
showing what is required and how the figures 
are to be computed. The figures of firms 
will be processed at the Centre, and a report 
will be prepared for circulation to partici- 
pants only. The Centre will be available to 
assist firms in the interpretation of the 
results. 


WAY OPEN FOR INDUSTRIAL 
EXPANSION 
FCEC President’s Views 


OW that the political uncertainty has 
been removed, the way is open for 
further industrial expansion. This was one 
of the points made by Mr. J. Maurice LaIna, 
chairman of the Federation of Civil Engineer- 
ing Contractors. when speaking at the annual 
dinner of the Federation’s North-Western 
Section on October 9. Mr. Laing assured 
industrialists that the civil engineering 
industry was in a position to carry out indus- 
trial works efficiently and economically. 

On the question of roads, Mr. Laing added 
that the civil engineering industry could carry 
out a programme at least double the size 
at present contemplated. Roads presented an 
urgent and impelling problem with half a 
million new car registrations every year. 

Mr. Laing was replying to the toast of 
‘The Federation’ proposed by Mkr. 
T. Warttey Moran, chairman of the North- 
Western Association of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers. Other speakers at the dinner 
were Mr. C. H. Tarr, chairman of the 
Federation’s North-Western Section, who 
proposed the toast of ‘ The Guests,” and Mr. 
A. L. Hosson, chairman of the Institution of 
Municipal Engineers, and Mr. K. W. 
HENSHALL, president of the North-Western 
Federation of Building Trades Employers. 
who jointly made the response. 


INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION

Increases in Bricks, Cement and 
Construction 


THE PROVISIONAL index of production for 
July last (average 1954=100), prepared by 
the Central Statistical Office is 112 (season- 
ally corrected). This, states the Board of 
Trade Journal, is one point above the 
second quarter of this year and six points 
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above July last year. The 
estimate for August is 113/114. 
For ‘ bricks, cement, etc.’ the index for 
June, 1959, stood at 109 compared with 101 
in June last year. For ‘construction’ the 
index of production was 110 in the second 
quarter of 1959 compared with 104 in the 
corresponding quarter last year, 


COMMODITY PRICE 
STABILISATION 
Strong Divergence of Opinion 

DISCUSSION on ‘commodity price 

Stabilisation’ was held during the 
annual conference of the Purchasing Officers 
Association at Folkestone from September 
24 to 26. 

Mr. F. S. Lioyp, chief buyer of Crompton 
Parkinson Ltd., said that despite difficulties 
in fixing actual prices in relation to produc- 
tion costs, changes in value of currency and 
fluctuating freight charges, there were com- 
modities in which relative stability had been 
achieved. He felt that both the aims and 
objectives of commodity price stabilisation 
were sound and that they could be achieved. 

The Hon. JoHN Grimston, MP, said he had 
a personal dislike of government intervention 
in business and such intervention was essen- 
tial in any commodity price stabilisation 
scheme. He also felt that such a scheme 
must envisage price movements and _ this 
would tend to be both infrequent and large. 
Such changes would lead to very heavy 
stock losses to traders dealing in these com- 
modities. He felt that in the end the free 
market would give greater stability than 
schemes for stabilisation. 

Mr. F. S. ANDERSON, CB, spoke of the 
methods that had been used to achieve price 
stability. He outlined the effects of unstable 
prices on a large number of primary pro- 
ducing and under-developed countries and 
said that it had become generally recognised 
that there is a valid case for international 
commodity policy although any such agree- 
ment, on a truly international scale, was 
most difficult to achieve. However, agree- 
ments covering tin, sugar and wheat had been 
concluded, which, said Mr. Anderson, have 
had limited effectiveness and less success 
perhaps than their sponsors had hoped for, 
but too much should not be expected from 
them and they could do little more than limit 
extreme fluctuations in price over the long 
term. 

Mr. B.S. Yamey, of the London School of 
Economics, felt that the economic history 
of the last 50 years showed that fairly 
violent upward movemeuts in price had been 
the major cause of expansions of productive 
capacity in the world. He also felt that the 
critics of price fluctuations should direct 
their criticisms, not against the fluctuations 
as such but against the real causes of the 
movements in prices. Most swings in prices 
had been due to changes in the general level 
of economic activity and these changes would 
be likely to play havoc with the best con- 
ceived price stabilisation schemes. He 
concluded that the national and inter- 
national advantages often claimed for com- 
modity stabilisation schemes were not likely 
to be substantial either because of the real 
rigxks involved in any such scheme or because 
less risky alternatives, not involving direct 
intervention with the price mechanism were 
likely to be available to achieve the given 
ends.

Riverside Bungalow on Cookham 
(Berks) Site : Minister Allows Appeal 


A* appeal by Mr. D, Martin against the 
refusal of the Cookham RDC, acting 
on behalf of the Berkshire CC, to permit 
the erection of a Thames riverside bungalow 
on land at Spade Oak Reach, Cookham, has 
been allowed by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government. 

Permission had been refused by 
Council on the grounds that: 

(1) The site was included in an area of 
great landscape value in the County Develop- 
ment Plan. if permitted, the proposal would 
result in the perpetuation of an undesirable 
form of development on a pleasant stretch 
of the River Thames and would be detri- 
mental to the amenities. 

(2) The site is within an area liable to 
flooding. 

The appeal site is on the south bank of 
the Thames between Bourne End and Mar- 
low, and comprises an area of 660 sq. 
yds, with a frontage of 60 ft. on to the 
river. It is bounded on the western side by 
a line of some 20 riverside bungalows. 

On behalf of the appellant it was stated 
that ‘Gunya,’ a wooden hut built in 1910 
on the appeal site, had become shabby and 
he wanted to replace it by a four-roomed 
wooden bungalow on a brick plinth, plus a 
boat house. As he had not anticipated a 
refusal to do this he had demolished 
*“Gunya. If the appeal were disallowed he 
would be entitled to claim costs under sec- 
tion 290 of the Local Government Act, 
1933, and he would serve a Purchase Notice 
under Section 19 of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947, but purchase of the site 
by the Council would be a wasteful expen- 
diture of public money, especially in view 
of its inaccessibility and river protection 
works, 

In his report to the Minister, the Inspec- 
tor stated that though the dwellings at Spade 
Oak Reach were originally built as retreats 
for week-ends and holidays in the summer 
months, a third of them were now per- 
manent dwellings, and unless their use could 
be terminated and the owners compensated 
the dwellings would remain in existence for 
an indefinite number of years. The proposal 
was a replacement by a bungalow twice the 
size of the original one on a site which had 
an existing residential use and which was 
large enough to accommodate the new build- 
ing. Trees provided partial screening from 
the river, and the same services were avail- 
able which served the former bungalow. The 
effect on amenities would be no more detri- 
mental than the existing dwellings and the 
new building would be an improvement on 
those dwellings. For these reasons the 
Inspector recommended that the appeal be 
allowed. 

The Minister agrees with his Inspector 
and has decided to allow the appeal.

Acton Three- Storey Flats and Density 
Considerations: Successful Appeal 


ERMISSION for the erection of 12 self- 
contained flats on land at 55-73, Acton- 
lane, NWI10, has been granted by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
following an appeal by Northern Heights 
Estates, Ltd. against the refusal of the 


Willesden BC, acting on behalf of the 
Middlesex County Council, to give consent. 


The site, which is on the south-west side 
of Acton-lane, at the junction with Fairlight- 
avenue, has an area of 0.19 of an acre and 
a road frontage of about 95 feet, narrowing 
to 49 feet. On the north-west side of the 
plot is a block of three-storey buildings with 
shops on the ground floor and residential 
accommodation above ; to the south-west is 
No. 2, Fairlight-avenue, of which the appeal 
site once formed part. 


For the appellants it was said that there 
was an existing permission in outline for the 
development of part of the site by the erec- 
tion of maisonettes at a density not exceed- 
ing 120 rooms per acre. The present pro- 
posal was for the erection of self-contained 
flats for single persons, each comprising a 
combined bed-sitting room together with a 
bathroom and a kitchen. The area of living 
space was between 226 sq. ft. and 233.5 sq. 
ft. which compared favourably with the 
standards suggested by the Housing Manual. 
This accommodation would be adequate for 
single persons as was intended, and it was 
not thought that more than one person would 
occupy each flat. No. 2, Fairlight-avenue 
would not be affected by the proposal. 
Although car parking space was shown on 
the plans it was not considered to be neces- 
sary and it would be better if all the land 
were used as gardens. 


On behalf of the Council it was said that 
the area was allocated for residential pur- 
poses in the development plan and a condi- 
tional permission had been given in 1954 
for the erection of two pairs of maisonettes 
on part of the site at a maximum density of 
120 persons per acre. The current proposal 
was at a density of 63 rooms per acre, but 
it was considered that that was not a true 
measure in dealing with a scheme for one- 
room flats, because every room would be 
occupied by at least one person and possibly 
two. 

The main objection was to the excessive 
occupancy ratio rather than to actual density 
of rooms per acre. The proposed develop- 
ment was considered to be sub-standard 
because the rooms were of insufficient size. 

The 1949 Housing Manual suggested a 
floor area of from 230 to 250 sq. ft. for 
development of this type but the develop- 
ment proposed did not in fact reach the 
minimum figure. It was also considered that 
the occupants of the proposed flats would 
be likely to have cars and would therefore 
require garage or parking space. 

A proposal for widening the highway 
would require five ft. off the front of the 
site and any residential building should be 
set back a further 20 ft. in order to be 
clear of noise and fumes. The proposal was 
quite different from the maisonettes which 
had received outline planning consent and, 
although the residential development of the 
site could be regarded as infilling, the effect 
upon the amenities of adjoining properties 
must not be overlooked. 


In his report to the Minister the Inspector 
said that the Council appeared to wish to 
resist the erection of any buildings outside 
the confines of the restricted site in respect 
of which the consent for maisonettes had 
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been given. Their reason appeared to be to 
secure for No, 2 Fairlight-avenue a reason- 
able area of garden. The fact remained 
that the appeal site was now divorced from 
the curtilage of No. 2 and in the ownership 
of the appellants. The Council was prepared 
to allow up to 120 rooms per acre on the 
restricted site; the appeal proposal worked 
out at 63 rooms per acre, which the Inspec- 
tor thought was reasonable in this locality. 

Although the actual accommodation was 
admittedly restricted and below the standard 
suggested in the Housing Manual, yet each 
flat would provide reasonable facilities for 
the single person occupant for whom it was 
designed. The Council said that car parking 
space would be required but, considered in 
relation to the locality, where all the houses 
were of terrace type, without provision for 
parking, the provision for four cars which 
the appellants had proposed was not un- 
reasonable. 

In relation to the building line the Inspec- 
tor commented that the existing shops at 
No. 75, Acton-lane were built right up to 
the back edge of the footway while No. 2 
and other houses in Fairlight-avenue were 
set back 1 ft. The Council, however, re- 
quired for the new development a road 
improvement line of 5 ft. and a building line 
of 20 ft. The Inspector could see no parti- 
cular advantage in the building being set 
back that distance and thought the building 
line could be brought forward to within 
10 ft. of the road improvement line. The 
10 ft. thus added to the back gardens would 
serve a more useful purpose. He recom- 
mended that the appeal be allowed, subject 
to a condition concerning the means of 
access. 

The Minister accepts the Inspector's 
recommendation and accordingly grants 
permission for the erection of a building con- 
taining 12 one-room flats in accordance with 
the submitted plans.

Building Crafts Training School, 153 Gt.

GOMERY OF ALAMEIN, KG, GCB, DSO, 
presented the awards, and congratulated 
the boys. 

Mr. A. G. Tuey, the director of the 
school. addressed the students and gave his 
report on the activities of the school during 
the past twelve months, Commenting upon 
the drop in numbers for the last session, 
Mr, Tilley said, ‘The numbers enrolled were 
somewhat below those of the previous 
session and this was no doubt due to some 
extent to the restrictions placed on capital 
expenditure last year which resulted in a 
reduced number of apprentices entering the 
building industry.

ACCIDENT AT WORK 


Builder Fined After Hoist Deaths 


ILLIAM SUTTON, of Sunny-road, 

Churchtown, Southport, a partner in 
the firm of T. and W. Sutton, Ltd., was fined 
£25 at Southport on September 23, for not 
having a cage fitted to a hoist used for carry- 
ing passengers; and £5 for not displaying 
notices that the carrying of passengers was 
prohibited. 

Mr. R. WARBURTON, prosecuting, said the 
Suttons were re-pointing the chimneys at the 
Palace Hotel, Birkdale. The hoist was being 
raised to roof level, about 70 ft. The man 
operating the hoist thought it had reached 
the top and that the man had got off. He 
allowed the platform to drop down, but 
when it was 20 ft. from the ground he sud- 
denly realised that the two men were still 
on the platform and applied the brake. The 
platform stopped sharply and both men were 
flung off. They were seriously injured and 
died subsequently. 

Mr. Warburton said that hoists of this 
type should never be used for carrying per- 
sons. They were essentially designed for 
carrying materials. But if passengers were 
to be carried a cage should be provided. 


Mr. C. M. CLoruter, for Sutton, said that 
it was an episode of tragic folly. 

The two brothers had been in business 
together since they left the navy. It was a 
very small firm and only just came within 
the scope of the regulations. Both brothers 
and their one workman, Alan Wignall, of 
Ralphs Wife’s-lane, Banks, had all used the 
hoist at one time or another. They knew 
they were doing wrong, but were prepared 
to take a chance. It might easily have been 
the defendant rather than his brother who 
was killed and in the circumstances he sug- 


gested that Sutton had been punished suffi- 
ciently.

The general syllabus 
covers preparation for the examination of 
the Institute of Clerks of Works of Great 
Britain (Incorporated) ; the external examina- 
tions of the Institution of Heating and Venti- 
lating Engineers, the Institution of Structural 
Engineers, the Institution of Municipal 
Engineers, the IQS, and the Institute of 
Housing.

NEWS IN BRIEF 


Employment in Building 
1D tered August the number in civil 
employment is estimated to have 
increased by 108,000 to 23,162,000. There 
was an increase of 16,000 in the numbers 
employed in building and contracting, the 
figure for the end of that month being 
1,512,000, according to Ministry of Labour 
and National Service statistics, At the end 
of August, 1958, the number so employed 
was 1,501,000. 


Builders’ Clerks’ Benevolency 

The 73rd annual dinner of the Builders’ 
Clerks’ Benevolent Institution was held at 
the Cafe Royal, Regent-street, London, WI, 
on October 13. The president, Mr. P. H. 
Bates, FIOB, making the annual appeal on 
behalf of the Institution, asked those present 
to give generously to the fund (which is still 
open), Cheques should be made payable to 
the Secretary, BCBI, 47 Bedford-square, 
London, WC1. 


Bridge Foundations 

Engineers in the USSR have developed an 
ingenious solution to the problem of bridge 
foundations. Massive hollow piles are sunk 
to the bedrock by a vibration method and 
then filled with concrete. This system was 
first used to build a bridge over the Yangtze 
in China. Building time is cut by half and 
cost is considerably reduced since foundations 
of this type are approximately 600 per cent 
cheaper than the caisson type. 


Alton Housing Scheme Allowed 
Against the recommendation of the 
county planning officer, Hampshire county 
planning committee has decided that Alton 
rural council may build 112 houses on a site 
of about 10 acres on the west side of the 
A325 road at Whitehill. The county plan 
ning officer had expressed the view that 
large-scale development on the west side of 
the road was undesirable and would tend 
to create danger and obstruction to traffic. 


Accident Prevention Group 

The 67th general meeting of the London 
Building and Engineering Contractors’ 
Accident Prevention Group was held on Sep- 
tember 16, at the Safety Centre, Horseferry- 
road, with Mr. John Hayward, MBE, in the 
chair. Mr. Burridge, chief electrical engineer, 
Woodall-Duckham Construction Company, 
Ltd., presented a paper on ‘Some Safety 
Aspects of Temporary Electrical Services, 
which covered all branches of the electrical 
services on building sites. 
Cost of Foam Slag Walling 

Maltby Urban Council, Yorkshire, decided 
on September 28 that no work in relation 
to using foam slag blocks on their £70,400 
scheme for 50 houses in Cliff Hills Estate 
should take place until agreement is reached 
between the housing architect and the con- 
tractor in relation to price. The contractors, 
C. Mollekin Ltd., of Maltby, asked the 
council if they could use the blocks instead 
of bricks because of the national brick 
shortage. The council agreed to the use of 
blocks, but have asked for a reduction in 
the tender. The housing architect had 
reported that the blocks were of good quality 
but suggested that there should be a small 
deduction per yard as the walling in blocks 
was not equal in cost to 44 in. brickwork. 


FOREMANSHIP TRAINING 
Southern Counties New Venture 


A NEW aspect of general foremen’s train- 
ing in the building industry was pre- 
sented recently by the Southern Counties’ 
Federation of Building Trades Employers. 
Since 1955, the Federation has, in collabora- 
tion with local foremen’s associations, 
arranged a number of week-end courses, 
first at an elementary level, and later at 
a slightly more advanced level. The general 
pattern of these courses has been identical: 
lecture, discussion, question and answer, 
and much useful ground has been covered. 

During the week-end October 2 to 4, at 
St. Edmund Hall, Oxford, twenty-four fore- 
men, each of whom had already attended 
a preliminary and an advanced course. 
undertook a third series course. The struc- 
ture differed from those previously held, in 
that three subjects were selected as suitable 
for general lectures to the whole course, and 
three were selected as being suitable for 
more intimate and detailed instruction. For 
these, the course was broken into three 
groups. 


Subjects of Lecturcs 


The lecture subjects were: ‘The Future 
for Building Contractozs,’ by Mr. E. J. Cook, 
BSc, AMICE; ‘The Supervision of the 
Smaller Contract, by Mr. W. D. Cheal, 
FIOB; and ‘The History of Building and 
Architecture,” by Mr. R. W. Cave, FRIBA. 
The subjects of detailed instruction were: 
“The RIBA Form of Contract,’ by Mr. J. 
Hartley, JP; ‘The Care, Use and Mainten- 
ance of Mechanical Plant, by Mr. A. J. 
Catley, and ‘The Working Rule Agreement 
and Joint Machinery,’ by Mr: J. T. B. 
Crouch. 

A smokeroom discussion, on the relation- 
ship of administration to practical work on 
site, occupied the course on Saturday 
evening, and on Sunday morning, a written 
paper was completed on the week-end’s work.

Construction to Start Shortly 


ros year, on a site covering approxi- 

mately 54 acres within a stone’s 
throw of Sydney Harbour, construction 
begins on Sydney Opera House. Already 
demolition gangs have completed the task 
of clearing the site in preparation for lay- 
ing the foundations. This entailed a con- 
siderable amount of work and involved 
the complete demolition of Fort 
Macquarie, formerly used as a storage 
depot for the electric trams which, until 
about a year ago, ran in the Sydney 
streets, 

Messrs. Broom & Wade, Ltd., of High 
Wycombe, Bucks, who have supplied a con- 
siderable amount of * Broomwade’ com- 
pressed air equipment to the contract, in- 
cluding a concrete pumping machine which 
will be used to transport concrete for the 
building work, inform us that some idea of 
the amount of concrete that will be used 
can be judged from the fact that all of the 
series of interlocking shells of which this 
building is designed are built in this 
medium, faced with white ceramic tiles on 
the outer surface and lined with gold wash. 
The remainder of the construction for the 
base and lower floors follows comparatively 
conventional practice. The structure pro 
vides for a concrete frame with external 
walls of Sydney sandstone, the natural stone 
of the site. 


Solving a Planning Problem 


A massive base emphasises the character 
of Benelong Point where the Opera House 
is situated and the auditoria are arranged 
like Greek theatres on this rising base, the 
highest point of the seating being 40 ft. 
from the ground. The complete absence of 
upper tiers and balconies solves the usual 
complex problem of emergency stairs and 
permits a far more satisfactory aesthetic 
result. The buildine provides for two halls, 
one to seat 3,000 to 3,500 and the other te 
seat 1,200. 

In his design, Joern Utzon has used the 
striking interlocking shells not only for 
esthetic considerations. One of its practical 
implications is to reduce the need for walls. 
since the great sweep of the shells comes 
down almost to the floor. This, in turn, 
reduces the cube of the building and there 
fore, the cost as well. The shells have othe: 
practical uses too. They vonceal the awk- 
ward fly galleries and other obtruding 
structures inevitably associated with theatre 
design. They also provide shelter for the 
audience along the tiered approach and for 
restaurants, bars and viewing points for the 
harbour which can be seen from three sides. 


Automatic Car Park, Leeds 


A six-storey automatic car park to accom- 
modate 216 cars is to be built in Leeds as the 
result of planning approval given by Leeds 
Town Planning and Improvements Commit- 
tee on October 6. Approval was given to 
J. Glover and Sons Ltd., of London, to 
develop a_ site between Queen-street 
and Little Queen-street as a fully-mechanised 
multi-storey car park. The architects for the 
Leeds scheme are Messrs. Matthew, Milnes 
and Martel, of Amersham, Bucks.

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THERMAL INSULATION 
OF DWELLINGS 


The Present Position 

The September issue of ‘The Gypsum 
Journal’ contains an article, the greater 
part of which is reproduced below by 
permission of the publishers, 
‘ Thermal Insulation of Dwellings,’ which 
explains the situation that has arisen in 
the field of thermal insulation of dwell- 
ings in the last 12 months. Although 
Mr. Gerald Nabarro’s Thermal Insula- 
tion (Dwellings) Bill has failed to reach 
the statute book, as a result of pressure 
applied in the House of Commons it 
now seems likely, says the article, that 
the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government will take action to raise 
considerably the minimum — standards 
required in the by-laws for the insulation 
of dwellings, and that these improve- 
ments will become operative from the end 
of this year or early in 1960. The article 
continues : 


Proposed Standards 


T is, of course, too early to say what 
will be the minimum laid down by 
these improved standards. Mr. Nabarro 
kept his Bill on the order paper but 
agreed to postpone the date of its second 
reading so long as he was Satisfied that 
the Ministry of Housing was taking the 
necessary effective and prompt action 
that they had proposed. Shortly before 
Parliament rose for the summer recess 
last year the Minister of Housing pro- 
duced a draft of a new Model By-law for 
thermal insulation of dwellings. This 
differs from the existing Model By-law 
No. 78 by setting out mandatory require- 
ments that roofs, walls. and floors should 
conform to minimum ‘U”’ values, thus 
replacing the present wording that they 
should ‘ offer adequate resistance to the 
transmission of heat.’ 
The 
follows : 


on 


values proposed were as 


for roofs — 0.23: for external walls — 
0.3: for ground floors — 0.4: 

(Note: The values now proposed are: roofs 
0.25; external walls — 0.30; ground floors 
0.25 for a floor of tongued and grooved board- 
ing, provided the space below it is enclosed by 
walls on all sides; or a solid floor.) 

It also sets out some of the more usual 
types of construction which would be 
deemed to satisfy these ‘U’ values, and 
these are suggested as a fifth schedule to 
the Model By-Laws. In practice, this 
means : — 


1. For roofs—insulation should not 
fall below that of a pitched roof which 
incorporated roofing felt under the 
tiles and a loose fill or insulating 
blanket over the upper ceiling. 

2. For external walls—insulation 
should not fall below that of a cavity 
wall with both leaves of brick. 

3. For ground floors—insulation 
should not be less than that of a

At the 
present moment the 
Ministry of Housing 
is consulting the 
various professional 
and trade _ bodies 
about the proposed 
new By-law, but 
when the draft was 
considered by Mr. 
Nabarro’s Advisory 
Committee on Ther- 
mal Insulation at 
the House of Com- 
mons, it was felt 
that the proposed 
Model By-law recommended a_ lower 
standard than the Burt Report (Post- 
war Building Study No. 1) and the 
Egerton Report (Post-war Building Study 
No. 19). Thus the By-law reflected little 
of the technical advances which had been 
made in the last ten years since these 
reports were compiled. It was suggested 
that the values should be revised as 
follows : 


For roofs — 0.2 
For walls — 0.25 


For ground floors — 0.2 


Even these were not as good as the 
recommendations in the Burt and 
Egerton reports, which standards are 
now easily obtainable with a wide variety 
of current building materials. 

Recently there has been news that fuel 
stocks have risen, and this may lead to 
questions whether thermal insulation to 
conserve coal is really worth the special 
attention being given to revise this part 
of the Model By-laws. In any event, 
are there not the alternatives of oil, or 
hydro- or nuclear-electric power? It may 
be as well if, having reviewed recent 
developments, we look back to the basic 
principles and examine ‘Why should we 
insulate?’, ‘ Where should we insulate?’, 
and ‘ How can we insulate ?’ 


Why should we Insulate ? 


The first and most obvious reason for 
thermal insulation is to keep us warm. 
The 20th century has seen such a tre- 
mendous rise in the standard of living 
of working class families, and in every- 
day environment, that it is surprising that 
the average man is prepared to accept 
chilly privation in his own home. 
Perhaps he has been prepared to accept 
one partially warm room in his house 
as being all that he can afford, but the 
cost factors to-day are such that we 
cannot afford not to build without pro- 
viding thermal insulation at the very 
least to the standard envisaged by Mr. 
Nabarro. This applies no less to those 
local authorities who are building their

own council houses, than to the specula- 
tive builder, for even with subsidised 
rents it is sound economics to include 
the thermal insulation. If this does 
increase the capital cost of the construc- 
tion. (and it should not) then the 
economies resulting in the fuel savings 
should be reckoned when calculating 
rents for purpose of subsidy, and if the 
rents are to be economic rents for the 
dwelling, then the benefit of this thermal 
insulation will stil] accrue to the tenant 
paying the full share of the capital cost. 


The national need to conserve fuel 
stocks will be with us for many years. 
Natural oil is virtually non-existent, 
hydro-electricity is limited, and nuclear 
power—whilst offering abundant and 
cheap power—requires a much larger 
capital investment than did its solid fuel 
predecessor. In fact, nuclear power 
stations will cost about £150 per-kw- 
demand to build as against the £50 or 
£60 for the conventional! solid fuel gener- 
ating station. Thus it is important to 
keep the total demand on peak periods 
from the new power stations as low as 
possible. This may produce further deve- 
lopment in electrical storage heating, but 
it will certainly increase the need for 
insulation to retain the heat, because this 
will have the effect of reducing the 
amount of heat required in dwellings, so 
that a lower total demand for electrical 
energy will be sufficient. This, in turn, 
reduces the total demand from the 
nuclear power stations and therefore 
capital investment. 

Physiologically the human body at rest 
emits 400 Btu's per hour, and if this could 
be conserved, there would be no need for 
any artificial form of heating. We should 
attempt to achieve body comfort in 
dwellings by putting back the body heat 
loss in roughly the same proportions : — 

50 per cent by radiation—the 
warmth of the body passing to colder 
objects around ; 

25 per cent by convection—cool 
currents passing over the body and 
carrying the heat away by air move- 
ment ; and 25 per cent by evaporation. 





Where should we Insulate ? 


Thermal insulation, coupled with a 
quick heat-up internal surface to external 
walls, is the ideal solution for reducing 
radiant heat loss, and the convected heat 
loss of the body can be reduced by seeing 
that draughts are prevented by the sealing 
of all cracks around window openings, 
etc., which might set up moving air 
currents. Thus it is obvious that it is not 
only the direct heat loss through the 
structure—that is the external wall, the 
ground floor and the roof—but also the 
rate of air change effected by ventilators 
and faulty fitting doors and windows 
which will affect the comfort conditions 
of the occupants. The following factors 
will also affect the rate at which heat 
will flow from the inside of a heated 
dwelling to the cooler air outside. These 
are:— 


1. The rate of air movement through 
any cavities in the enclosing structure 
of the house. This movement will 
influence the ‘U’ value of the various 
parts of the building structure accord- 
ing to the rate of movement of air ; 
for example, under suspended floors 
and through the cavities of external 
walls. 

2. The difference in temperature 
between the inside and the outside air. 


3. The area of the external part of 
the building. A terrace house will 


have a lower total heat loss than a 
detached house of the same floor area 
and construction. 


4. The position of any flues. 


A flue 
built on an external wall will obviously 
pass more heat to the outside air than 
one built on an internal wall. 

5. The area of doors and windows. 

6. The type of heating appliance 
incorporated with particular stress on 
the size of the flue throat.

Heat loss from a heated dwelling, 
therefore, could be summarised further 
into: (a) Losses by conduction; (5) 
Losses by ventilation. 


Does this mean that since the Model 
By-law proposes to ignore the area of 
window or glazed door in external walls 
and roof lights, that the effectiveness of 
the measures will be reduced? Examina- 
tion of these factors would support the 
different standards suggested for roof, 
walls or floors, but because of the 
materials and methods of construction 
available the importance of the latter 
questions of where, how, and at what 
cost, this insulation can be achieved is 
underlined. 


How can we Insulate ? 


The Ministry of Works has produced a 
wall chart which shows diagrammatically 
the constructional answers to the ques- 
tions of where, how and at what cost. 
Standards well in excess of the proposed 
Model By-law amendment are being 
recommended. Indeed, they broadly 
compare them favourably in terms of 
cost with the conventional construction 
method envisaged as the minimum in the 
By-law revision. 


The two examples chosen by the 
Ministry of Works did not involve any 
material departure from traditional con- 
struction methods beyond the layer of 
quilt or loose fill at first floor ceiling 
level. Still greater improvements in 
thermal insulation may be achieved if the 
building uses less traditional techniques 
of light-weight construction. Light 
weight and low density are the keys to 
improved performance in thermal 
insulation, for generally speaking the 
lower density a material has, and the 
lighter its weight, the better will be its 
thermal insulation qualities. Sealed air 
spaces which weigh nothing give the best 
results. Thus, the more cavities that can

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be sealed-in between the inside face of a 
wall or roof, and the outside face, the 
better. Some manufacturers have de- 
veloped materials which are ideal for 
constructing non-loadbearing walls in 
conjunction with a weather-proof outer 
skin. Into this category fall a number of 
lightweight lining materials including the 
many combinations possible with the 
plasterboard group. 

Is there anything to choose between 
these various materials more recently 
developed to provide thermal insulation 
at less overall cost? Many other factors, 
such as the resistance to surface abrasion, 
modular suitability, workability on site, 
size and weight for handling without 
mechanical plant, will apply equally to 
them all, but there is one important 
difference between the plasterboard 
materials and most others. This is, of 
course, their inherent incombustibility 
and surface resistance to the spread of 
flame. If this is an important require- 
ment, and cost for cost the plasterboard 
group offer fire protection, then the 
selection should be obvious. Whilst the 
other materials can also be made fire- 
resistant by surface applications, this 
must involve extra operations in the 
building programme, and it is extra 
operations which increase costs.

Permission Refused for Tall Building near St. Paul’s 


HE Court of Common Council and 

the City of London’s Improvements 
and Town Planning Committee finally 
resolved, on October 8, their differences 
over an application relating to the pro- 
posed development of 179 Queen 
Victoria-street. 

Agreement was reached at the meeting 
of the Court, with members finally agree- 
ing to a Committee recommendation that 
planning permission should not be 
granted. The developers had wanted to 
erect an office building comprising a base- 
ment, ground floor and five floors over. 

The Committee had recommended refusal 
on two previous occasions. On the first 
occasion the matter was referred back to 
them from the Court for further considera- 
tion. 

Again the Committee recommended refusal 
because the height of the proposed building 
would exceed the height permitted by the 
present agreement between the Dean and 
Chapter of St. Paul’s and the Corporation for 
the height of buildings around St, Paul’s. 

The Court, however, on the second occa- 
sion, resolved that the proposal should be 
approved and instructed the committee to 
seek the concurrence of the LCC as local 
planning authority. 


LCC’s Opinion 

In its reply, announced at last week’s 
meeting of the Court, the County Council, 
supporting the Committee’s view, considered 
that the application should be refused 
because of height and also because ‘the 
erection of such a building would result in 
an irregular skyline which would be archi- 
tecturally unsatisfactory in this prominent 
position.” 

The Committee reported that as the Court 
and the LCC were not in agréement the next 
step would normally be reference to the 
Minister. But it went on to state ‘ Notwith- 
standing the majority view expressed by 
members we remain firmly of the 
opinion that planning permission should be 
refused.’ 

The applicants, London Transport, would 
be told that the Corporation would not 
object in principle to an office building pro- 
vided its height confirmed with present 
height restrictions in respect of the Cathedral 
and subject to the Corporation’s agreement 
on matters of planning standards, elevational 
design and road improvements. 

Asking members to support the Commit- 
tee’s recommendation, Mr. BENJAMIN 
ARTHUR, committee chairman, said the issue 
was not one of planning or finance. It was 
a vital question of principle, he said, and 
added * Not only is a vital principle at stake ; 
the good name of the Corporation is at 
stake.” 

Major SANDLE moved an amendment ask- 
ing the LCC to forward the application to 
the Minister for his decision. * We are here 
to represent constituents’ interests rather 
than to uphold the view of a committee 
which, mistakenly in this case, have been 
hag-ridden by this fetish of the view of St. 
Paul's,’ he said. 

Replying to the debate, Mr. ArTHuR, ask- 
ing members to support the committee and 


to reject the amendment, said *I consider 
that trying to depart from this agreement is 
something which to me is really amoral.’ 

The amendment was defeated by a large 
majority, and the Committee’s recommenda- 
tion approved with only one vote against— 
that of Major Sandle. 

A proposal, which will probably be 
referred to the Minister, relates to the erec- 
tion of an eight-storey building at 16 Queen- 
hithe. (Architects, G. Gordon Stanham, 
Adamson and Gray, Fenchurch-st., EC3). 
The Committee reported that although the 
LCC agreed to conditional planning permis- 
sion it could not accept the County Council’s 
proposal to impose a condition requiring the 
omission of the proposed seventh floor. 

The Court accepted the Committee's 
recommendation that the LCC should be 
requested to refer the application to the 
Minister.

167 to 170 Fleet-street, 2 and 3 Red Lion 
Court and Johnson’s Court: nine-storey 
office building with shops on the ground 
floor and with a basement car park (R. 
Seifert and Partners, 28 Gt. Ormond-street, 
WCl). 

117 to 119 Houndsditch : five-storey ware- 
house building with basement (Richardson 
and McLaughlan, 13 Mansfield-street, W1). 

Three applications for development were 
refused : 

53 to 57 (odd) and part of 57a Carter-lane. 
1 to 8 Addle Hill, and 5a, 6 to 10 and part of 
1 Wardrobe Place: office block (Ronald 
Ward and Partners, 29 Chesham-place, SW1). 

104 to 106 Upper Thames-street, and 7 to 
16 Swane-lane : office building. (Sir Edward 
Gillett, Norfolk House, Laurence Pountney, 
EC4). 

89 to 92 Upper Thames:street and land at 
rear extending to the River Thames: devel- 
opment for the use of waterside commerce 
and offices. (R. Seifert and Partners, 28 
Great Ormond-street, WC1). 


BRITISH PLASTICS FEDERATION 


Formation of Expanded 
Polystyrene Sub-Committee 


THE main technical committee of the 
British Plastics Federation, following a 
request by members, has recently set up a 
sub-committee to prepare specifications for 
expanded polystyrene products. The con- 
stitution of the committee has been drawn 
from materials manufacturers, expanded 
polystyrene manufacturers and the fabrica- 
tors of the expanded polystyrene. 

Due to the increasing use and importance 
of expanded polystyrene, members con- 
sidered that it was necessary to prepare 
specifications in order to protect the user 
from inferior products. 

The expanded polystyrene sub-committee 
is considering, in the first instance, a speci- 
fication for ‘expanded polystyrene board for 
thermal insulation purposes.’ 

The committee has co-operated with the 
Society of British Aircraft Constructors on 
a note on ‘expanded plastics’ for inclusion 
in the SBAC Drawing Office Handbook, 
Volume II, Plastics.

1. BUILDING BOARD 


A rapid and convenient means of fixing 
INSULATION BOARD is nearly 50 per cent lower 
in cost than other similar systems. It 
requires no drilling or use of nuts and bolts 
as all components engage firmly by hand 
pressure only. 

The system is known as BTS and consists 
of standard insulation board and extruded 
aluminium alloy tee section, supporting and 
jointing members. The boards are secured 
to the metal supports by means of spring 
steel clips which ensure permanent fixing 
and resistance to vibration.

2. HEATING 


Yet another CIRCULATING PUMP for small 
central heating installations is being intro- 
duced, this time of British design and manu- 
facture. It incorporates the accepted 
glandless construction for this type of 
accelerator but adds a number of new 
features. The motor stator is free to 
oscillate about its own axis and any 
electrical vibration in the motor unit is 
absorbed by tortional oscillation which helps 
to keep the operation silent. The electrical 
consumption of the motor is 80 watts, a fair 
proportion of which is converted into heat 
and transmitted to the water passing through 
the accelerator. The water passes through 
the motor shaft before coming under the 
influence of the radial type impeller. 

To install, the pump can be. screwed 
directly into the pipe work—there are no 
flanges or feet to be bolted up—and for 
cleaning or replacement the central pump 
portion can be removed without disturbing 
the pipework. To prevent grit and impurities 
from entering any part of the pump the

4. LIGHTING 


For some time the shattering of LARGE 
FILAMENT LAMPS nearing the end of their 
working life has presented a problem. Inves- 
tigation showed that at the instant of nor- 
mal burn-out, it was possible for small pieces 
of molten metal to fall into the bottom of 
the glass bulb and by thermal shock cause 
the glass to crack and the bulb to shatter. 
Wire guards and glass visors fitted to the 
reflectors have not always protected person- 
nel and plant below from small fragments 
of falling glass and the guards so fitted have 
tended to reduce the efficiency of the lighting 
units. 

The remedy has been found with a new 
type of lamp which has a circular platform 
of transparent material inserted into the bulb 


during manufacture. The platform is quite 
free to move about and takes up a horizontal 
position across the bottom of the bulb when 
it is cap-upwards so preventing falling hot 
metal from reaching the glassware. The 
platform is made from infusible mica and 
does not impair lighting efficiency. It may 
be wondered—like the problem of the ship 
in the bottle—how the disc is put in the bulb. 
Actually, it is rolled in a glass rod and 
inserted, before lamp assembly, down the 
neck of the bulb where it flattens out natur- 
ally. The lamp can be supplied from 300 W. 
to 1500 W.

OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


FORMOSA.—tThe construction of the 
44 metre high 190 metre long Pai Ho Dam 
in Taihan Hsien is to begin soon. The 
scheme will cost $100m. . . . The Ministry 
of Justice is planning to build a new prison 
in suburban Taipei costing $50m. and 
capable of taking 2,000 prisoners. . . . Taipei 
City Government is to build an observatory 
at Yuansan, Taipei, costing $270,000. 

JAPAN.—A Japanese industrial concern, 
Toko Menka Kaisha, is to construct a 
cement factory in Hama City, Central Syria, 
for the United Arab Republic under a five- 
year industrialisation programme, . . . The 
Kansai Electric Power Co. has announced a 
plan to build a new 250,000 kw. thermo- 
electric power station on a 600,000 acre site 
in Sakai to supply power to the Osaka indus 
trial area. Estimated to cost £174m. it is 
hoped to plan and build the station by 1967. 
The Japan Atomic Energy Committee have 
approved the construction of an experi- 
mental reactor in Kawasaki City, with a 
thermal output of 100 kws. It will be built 
by the Goto Educational Association for the 
Musachino Technical College. 

NIGERIA.—A large cement factory is to 
be built in the Western Region at Ewekoro, 
40 miles from Lagos on the Abeokuta road. 
It will be run by the West African Portland 
Cement Co, Ltd., in which the partners will 
be Associated Portland Cement Manufac- 
turers Ltd., the Western Nigerian Develop- 
ment Corporation and the United Africa Co. 
Ltd. Construction will cost £44m. .. . The 
building of a Federal Air Training School 
has been proposed by a Federal Government 
committee. A sum of £200,000 has been 
mentioned as the total cost of the school and 
the proposed site is near Apapa.. . . Thirteen 
automatic telephone exchanges are to be 
built throughout the Federation. The largest 
building will be at Ibadan. 

PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA.—The 
Sociedade Nacional de Refinagao de Petrolio 
has been authorised to build an oil refinery 
at Matola in the Lourengo Marques estuary. 
Output ‘will start at 200,000 tons and will 
eventually be stepped up to 500,000 tons. 

RHODESIA AND NYASALAND.—tThe 
Kariba Lake Co-ordinating Committee which 
is to spend £3m. on lake development 
projects between 1957 and 1961 has engaged 
consultants to design four harbours for the 
new lake. Sites have been recommended at 
Sinazongwe and Chipepo on the Northern 
Rhodesia shore and at Kariba and Binga on 
the Southern Rhodesia shore. There are to 
be township areas around these harbours 
and an hotel on the north bank of the lake 
near the dam. . . . The Pig Industry Board 
is to build a £250,000 factory in Salisburv 
to produce bacon, sausages and canned 
meats. . . . To meet the growing demand for 
electricity in Nyasaland, it is proposed to 
build a hydro-electric power station at the 
Nkulu Falls, on the Shire river. The Federal 
Government has provided funds for a project 
report and the consultants will start work 
immediately. . The local authority at 
Marlborough Township, Salisbury, is to build 
a £200,000 commercial and civic centre.

HE biggest single contractors at the £40 
million Hunterston Atomic Power 
station in Ayrshire have carried out their 
threat to suspend work at the site because of 
a succession of unofficial strikes.
